M. Aloxieff . nhowefl'. that expendi- 
tures lind Increased, $138,000,000 In the 
last two years, as-comparod with an 
earlier annual average :ot $-10,000,000. 
He said that 43%- per cent of the 
budget estimates was devoted to mili- 
tary puriioBCH and 12 per cent to 
education, agrarian reforms, etc. It 
would bo a most urgent financial task 
to find money for agarian reform, tho 
colonisation of Siberia and the Im- 
provement of the condition of work- 
men, particularly workmen's insurance 
and that other oxpendlturcB, such as 
(or the navy and railroads, must bo 
deferred.

Finance Minister Kokovsoff In reply 
conceded' the justice of tho criticisms 
of tho military expenditure ' and de- 
clared that no further allowance 
would bo permitted. The last loan, he 
said, had be(Ui floated under difficul- 
ties, and with the war cloud h.mglng 
over the Balkans, delay was Impos- 
slblo.

TO LOOK AT PAVEMENTS 



Committee of Council to Go to Port- 
land After Data 



With tho intention of getting full 
data on pavements, and particularly 
tho bltullthlo pavement, which w.is 
brought to the attention of the alder- 
men at last Friday night's meeting of 
the Streets, Bridget and Sewers' com- 
mittee, by J. Olson, agent ot Warren 
Brothers, Portland, a special commit- 
tee of tho council will go to Portland 
to investigate tho pavement as well as 
other styles of po.vements. 

At a meeting of the city council hold 
Inst evening p'.-iur to ttie public meet- 
ing called to discuss tlie water ques- 
tion, it was decided to send Aldermen 
Turner and Henderson and City En- 
gineer Topp, to Portland for that pur- 
1 pose. On their report will depend to 
' a great extent what style of pavement 
will be adopted here in future. There 
Is ,a large amount of paving -.vork pro- 
jected in a considerable portion of 
which it was intended to use wood 
blocks, but if a more suitable material 
can be secured It is likely that it will 
'be a«dopted. 



That Victoria's credit stands high 
evidenced by the good llgnro which 
the latest batch of city debentrr.^'T ha.s 
brought Yesterday J21B,000 worth of 
debentures were sold to the Wood- 
Grundy company, of Toronto, tho 
price secured being 98,15. Seven bids 
woro received, ail from eastern finan- 
cial concerns, and the prices tendered 
wore all exceptionally good.

Season Just Coenlng Promises to Bo 
Exceedingly Brisk — Rush of 
New Settlers 



Montreal, March 1. — The Immigra- 
tion season will oiien with a rush this 
week, and according to present Inlfll- 
catlons It looks as li; moro ImmigrantH 
will be passing thiough jMontreai dur- 
ing the coming week than during the 
corresponding period of any previ- 
ous year. 

"Considorlng that fipring has not yet 
opened up, It certainly looks as though 
we are going to have a busy year In 
the Immigration buHlne.'-:»," said Robt. 
Kerr .passenger traffic manager of the 
C.P.R. this morning. 

"For Instance, the Kmpross of Ire- 
land, duo at Hallf.-ix next Thursday 
nig"^ ., is bringing 1,217 pa.sscngers, of 
whom 702 are .steerage, and our other 
boats are proportionately well filled." 

Advices from England, b". added, 
made It evident that thefe was going 
to be a big rush ot new" settlers. In 
addition to Immigrants, the company 
Is looking for a large' traffic -In peo- 
ple who had gone to Eiirope for the 
winter. Altogether passenger traffic 
proapeols, Mr. Kerr said, are exceed- 
ingly brisk.

li'or a few minutes there was .n dead 
silence. Then Councillor Oliver re- 
marked that he would like to hear the 
mover and the seconder of the mo- 
tion in its support. Ho wanted to 
know just why Councillor McGregor 
and Colbert firoposed such ^action. 
Reasons Obvious ' 

"Tho re.asons are so obvious to me" 
replied Councillor McGregor, "that I 
did not consider It necessary to dwell 
upon them at any length." He then 
went on to say that tho removal of 
tho tax on Improvements would at- 
tract outsiders. They would be more 
likely to erect large and expensive 
homes. He did not think that it would 
bo advisable tor Oak Bay to follow in 
the footsteps ot certain, cities to which 
he might refer and adopt the princi- 
ple that the extent of taxation deiiend- 
ed, largely, on the money put into 
houses, fences, and other Improve- 
ments. As it was, .1 man who con- 
structed a 55,000 residence was lined 
for so doing, while he would erect 
himself one costing $200 or $300 was 
allowed to escape with a comparative- 
ly light assessment. 

In hla opinion it was Important tbat 
the value of property adjoining should 
be recognized. As -the value of tho 
land was augmented so would tho as- 
sessment increase so that, as a mat- 
ter of fact, he did not think tho mu- 
nicipality would lose anything by the 
adoption of such a policy. Moreover, 
it should be remembered that vacant 
land retarded the advancement of a 
community. 

He did not contemplate tho raising 
of tho rate on land but ho held that, 
as Its value was steadily Increased by 
the building that would be encouriiged 
by the removal of taxation on iniprove- 
nienls, the revenue would grow suf- 
liei' i-.tly fast to make up tor tho ellm- 
Inalien of the assessment In question. 
Tliei-e would be enough corning in to 
all jw Ihi' !ulnilnlslr;itiiin of Oak l!,-iy 
to be sati.<fai.-tnrllj- ccmtinued without 
the imposition of a "line on improve- 
ments." 

Strong Criticism 

Councilliir Pemherton strongiy dls- 
n,i,'riT(I with tho ijrinciple that was 
enunciated hy the resoluticT.. It would 
encuiirage tln^ prosi)ectiv(^ builders to 
juit uj) line houses on CO fool lots. 
This was an absurd idea uf taxation. 
Th(^ assessment on inii)rovements 
amounted to little and really made no 
difference. Rut it would do ho in the 
fiitni-i'. He thougli til.. lU'Diiosal should 
be seriously cimsidei-ed lieiure obtain- 
ing the seal of the cduncll's aiiproval. 

As tho council had \ifi-n in tiie liniijiy 
jiusitlon of li(;lii,g aide to declare ii 
sur|)luH l.iKt year Councillor Colbert 
belleveu that the time has come to 
abolish the tax on Improvements. Hl.s 
Ideas on this question were similnr to 
those of Councillor I\IcGreg(jr. It 
houses were not assessed it would have 
the eflect'.ot Inducing many people to 
make their homes In Oak Bay and 
that was what the district wanted.

mittee of tho whole, to make It fully 
acquainted with tho city's position in 
llie hope that Justice might yet Im 
done. And' he challenged Mr. Lux- 
ton to rise and say whether there v/aa 
anything unjust In this request.' (Hear, 
hear.) But as.qumlng that there might 
he room for doubt In respect to the 
city's rights under tho acts of 1873 
and 1S'.12, was It fair for a private 
corporation, which was trading for 
gain, and for its own benefit, while 
Iho city occupied a very different poal- 
tlon, or wan it in common honesty for 
this company now to say that theso 
words did not really mean what the 
city declared they did mean, and al- 
leging that theso words had some 
subtle occult signification, seek to de-' 
prive tho city of rights which wore 
s'icured under the acts mentioned. 
They were told that tho rights of 
capital must be protected, and In re- • 
ply to this argument he declared, that 
no ono could possibIe.';r68pect such 
rights more than did the representa- 
tives of tho clt.v, but they did protest 
against any .attempt to doprlvo tlio 
city of its riglit:! by a subterfuge. It 
was perfectly true that the Esqui- 
nialt Water Work.s company had ex- 
pended something like 5500,000, but it 
was also true that this company repre- 
sentatives foigot to state that tho city 
had Invested it nundi larger sum slnco 
the year 1873 In tho interests of its 
liopiilatlon of 37,000. And it was in 
tlie highest degree absurd to place this 
much smaller Investment on tho p.art 
of a few private Investors against the 
city's much heavier Investment In tho 
public Interest. (Applause.) Nor was 
It fair that this private corporation 
should stand between tho clt.v and Its 
Icgitlinate oxten.'don In tho way of Im- 
proving its water Hup|)l.v or that the 
city should be compelled to nogotlato 
with thorn and buy thom out. Tlio 
citl'/.ens had already decided in favor 
of golnp to Sookc for water, and tho 
council had no all«rnatlvo other than 
to carry nut this ]n'oJcct. While this 
U*cl .should not be forgotten, that tlio 
spirit v.'hich was manifested by this 
ciuupany would keep this city forever 
in Iho background, unless the citizens 
roused themselves and looked after 
their own Interests. (Applause.) 

The time had at last come when thoy 
eould not depend upon any govornment ' 
for assistance, but must look b:fter 
their own interests and tho sooner they 
ileiinitely assumed this attitude the 
better It would be for them, the'' sooner 
would thelf rights bo protected, and 
the sooner would the full development 
(if this city become possible. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. D. R. Kor Stated that a year ago 
he hud had the pleasure of proposing 
a similar resolution to the one/tyhlch 
he shortly proposed to . move with 
the view of having the city's rights 
established beyond all question. (Ap- 
plause). During tho negotiations 
which had followed tho session of the 
House last year, Mr. Ashcroft had in 
his report upon tho subject recom- 
mended the exclusion of the compony's 
rcsi-rvolr site, and he (Mr. Ker) per- 
fectly np.recd with tho conclusion of 
the .statement, wb.lcli was Issued by 
the government in reference to this 
matter. As long almost as ho could 
remember It was generally considered 
that I.. . city could obtain its water 
from an/ place within tho radius of 
20 miles, but In 1<S92 a bill was pre- 
rjented to the House by Mr. Croft, ho 
believed, to secure- for the Esquimau 
Water 'Wni'ks comijany the right to In- 
clude Cioldstream within Its sphere of 
oiierations.

A ina-^iHCd parade of the military, 
naval, mllltla and cadet corps of the 
city, Including the Fifth Regiment C. 
A., under command of Lieut. Col. Mall, 
oiiglneora aiul artillery and special 
service corps froui Work Point sar- 
rlson, commanded by Lieut. Col. 
tlolmos, tho crow of H.M.S. Egerla, 
commanded by Capt. Pnrry, R.N., Vic- 
toria College and Collegiate School 
(-■adet corps, in connnand of Master 
CTuniK-r iAhdcalie,'.-, and the veterans 
and , members of the Hrlti.'ih Cam- 
paigners Association, was held on 
Sunday morning at the Drill Hall, in 
memory of the dead wlio fe'l at l^aar- 
ilel)erg. The talilet erected to the 
memory of Cajit. Blaiicliard. Sergt. \Y. 
I. Scott, and Privates Todd, Soiners 
and ilaundrel, ilvo of tho 25 men who 
went from Victoria with the First 
Canadian contingent and gave their 
lives for their country, was draped 
and hung wdth wreatlis. 

The Drill Mall wa.s thronged long 
liefrire [lis Lordshi]) 71isl\o)) Perrlii 
took his place at thi' dnirnliead, with 
Archdeacon Scrlveii boKhk! him. every 
available spai-e lielag occupied oiil- 
.sic.ie tlif liollow srjuare fermed 1)V the 
troops. The Fifth Itegiment liad' par- 
aded at the l>rlll Hall and formed. 
The campaigners fcjrmed on Goveii;- 
nient street and marclied. headed by 
tho Victoria pipe band, to the Drill 
Hall. They numbered forty. Including 
nteii who wore the medals given for 
ser\ice ,n the Crimea, Indian Mutiny, 
Aliyssiiiian war, and many other long- 
fought anil faraway Holds. Major 
Wilsiin was in cnnmiand. The A\'orlc 
Point and Fsriuimalt contiiigont.s of 
army and navy ('ante In spe<'ial cars 
to Y.ates street where the Fifth Regl- 
nic'iit bantl nu't the parade niul |)layed 
them to the Drill Hall, where tlie 
three corjjs of cadets wero drawn up. 
Formed a Square 

1'he regular.s and eadet.s entered the 
Drill Ilall through lines of vetertins 
and took ii]) tiielr positions, the vet- 
erans closing in and completing the 
square. The band took up Us jiost at 
one end of tho hall, and fronting it In 
tho open space drums were set up, be- 
hind which His Lordship Bishop Per- 
rin took hia stand, behind tho martial 
pulpit. 

The Bishop's Sermon 
After the singing o£ 'lynnis. led by 
the band, His Lordship delivered a 
sermon on tho text "Bo ye steadfast." 

Bishop Perrin recalled tho day ten 
yciirs before when tho little contingent 
of Victorians had marched away from 
tile same Drill hall to join the Cana- 
dian Contingent for South Africa. It 
laid been said they were going to an 
Jmi]erlal i)ar;ide and would jirobiibly 
latver see a shot fired. How different 
wa.s the reality. Willi their comrades 
of the Canadian contingent they had 
iKune tlu^ brunt of llio battle which 
residted In the surrender of Oenenil 
Cronje aiul his army and which was 
the turning point of the war on the 
daj- of the anniversary. Ho recalled 
the arrival at Cape Town and the Im- 
patience to reach the front, how Paar- 
deberg was reached on February ISth 
aiul for ten dtiys with hardly tinie to 
Secure their food properly tlie soldiers 
had pressed upon the enemy, the Can- 
aillans doing tlieir share of the work 
splendidly, until the surrender canu! 
on the morning nf the listh. 

Hishop Perrin read from tlv ofllcliil 
reports sulmiitted b.\' Col. (Jtter to tlie 
government telling of the galliinlry 
with which the (.'anadians, including 
the men from Victoria, iires.sed close 
to the enemy's trenches in the night, 
of how two shots had broken the sil- 
ence and furllade of rlflo fire continu- 
ed for three hours, while the Cana- 
dians were digging tho trenches, the 
occupation of whicli made tho further 
holding of tho enemy's position prac- 
tically Impossible and tho surrender 
followed. 

The gaiianto' of tlve Canadian 
troops was appreciated In high quart- 
ers, said BIstidp Perrin, who read tho 
message sent by her late Majesty 
Queon • Victoria to the Governor-Gen- 
eral, Lord Mlnto, and the telegram 
from Lord Roberts, as follows: 

London, Feb. 27. 1900. 

Her majesty tha Queen desires you 
to express to people of Dominion her 
admiration of gallant conduct of her 
Canadian troops In late engagement 
and her sorrow at los.s of so many 
brave men." 

From Field Marshal Lord rioborts: 
"Paardeberg. Orange l''ree Ht;it<'. 

"Feb. 2':. 

"Canadian regiment ha.s done ad- 
miral service since arrival In South 
Africa. I deeiily regret heavy lo.ss It 
Huffered during the fighting on the 
18th Inst., and beg yon will assure 
people how much we all here admire 
the conspicuinis gallantry disiil.aycd by 
our Ctiiuiilian comrades on th.'it oc- 
casion. "P.OHERTS." 

P'lve of tlie twent.\ -five from Vic- 
toria died in this battle and gave tiielr 
lives for their CJuecn and tludr conn- 
try. The liisiiop exhorted lliose who 
heard lilni leit to mourn those who 
had died, and he urged tliian to lie 
steadfast. To the ii.illtia lie said that 
though tiielr work he Irksome at 
times, though they found a]).ith\- on 
the liart of tlieir fellows, they siinuld 
be steadfast, lo the cadets he said tin-.- 
should eontiiiue steadfast in tlieir 
work a! school and ecpilp t iieiiisel vi'S 
to be men, and to all branches of tin; 
service lie urged the men to be steiid- 
f.ast. lie called attention to tlie habit 
of treating and urged the formation 
of antl-drlnking leagues. . 

P'ollowlng the si'rrnon and the sing- 
ing of another hymn, the band solemn- 
ly played the "Dead March in Saul." 
followed by the "Ilallolujah Cliorus." 
and after the henedlctlon a parade 
W!is formed, to.iiecoinpany the regular 
forces and camiKiigners to Vales 
.street, 'i'lie parade st.iie was an ex- 
cellent one. th.e display liLdng praise- 
uca-tlu'. 

As the Fiflii Regiment was about to 
sttirt back to the Drill Mall, two gun- 
ners were seen standing watching 
their comrades at tho streetslde in 
inuttl. Col. Hull ordered their arreat 
and both inen. Gunners Warburton 
and Berwick, were takon In chargo by 
Regimental Sergeant Ma.lor McDou- 
gall and paraded hack to tlie Drill 
Hall ■inder arri\st, being rcprlmandod 
on arrival.

OF GAME ANIMALS 



Chief Commissioner of Lands 
Brings in a Drastic 
Measure 



A bill having for its object the fur- 
lilsliing of more adeciuate jirotectioii 
for the game of th Province 'was In- 
troduced in the it ;lslature yesterday 
by message by the Chief Commission- 
er of Lands. One of the chief provl- 
Hloiia of the bill is that forbidding tho 
'JSC of tho automatic shotgun in the 
pursuit of game in this province. 

Tho hill makes It an o.fenco to buy, 
or sell, or to offer to buy or sell, the 
heads of mountain sheep, elk, moose 
or caribou, or the teeth of wapiti or 
elk. Tho sale of protected birds and 
nnlinals during the close season is 
prohibited, "provided always, that If 
lawfully killed and obtained they may 
be exposed for sale for five days Ini- 
iiiediattdy ,ifter the commencement of 
such periods of protection, and may 
be had in possession for the private 
use of the owner and Ills family for 
fifteen days imniedi-i.tely after the 
commencement of .such period of pro- 
tection, but game shall not be kejit in 
cold ritorage at any time." 

Other iirovislons of the hill are: 

"It shall be unlawful for any persmi 
fother than oltlcrrs and nien of His 
JIaJesty's .Army and Navy ami of the 
liermnnent corps iif Alilitla for the 
lime bein,g on active service in tlie 
Province), who Is not rietually ilonii- 
eilcd and has not been in actual resi- 
dence for six riiontlis in the province., 
to at any time bunt, tal;e or kill any 
animal or biid in this Province v.lth- 
out first olitaining a license In that 
beiialf. IO\-ery such licen.so may lie 
signed and griinted by the provincial 
g;ime warden or any government agent 
in this province. Tlie fee to be paid 
for a general license to .shoot any tini- 
nial or bird sli.-ill be JUIO, huf Kiicli li- 
cense shall not gh-e the bidder tlie 
right to shoot more than two moosi'. 
one wapiti or elk. three gnats, three 
caribou, and three deer of any one 
sjiecles, or more than fivo Iti all, or 
more than L'.'iO ducks. Such licence tn 
hold good from September 1 to Julv 
15. 

"A license to hunt deer, bear nnd 
goats for any one month between Sep- 
tcnibfir 1 and December 15; the fee to 
be paid for such a license shall be $'.;.">. 

"A license to hunt be.^r In the .spring 
between December I and July IH; the 
fee for such license sli.nll be .'52r>." 
Penalties Stntcd 

The penalties for Infractions of the 
act .are set out tis follows: 

"For shooting each mountain sheep 
during the close season, not less than 
fifty dolhirs or more than one hundred 
and fifty doll.ars: 

"For shooting e.ach mountain .sheep 
in excess of the number alhnveil ])y 
this Act. not les.s than fifty ilollai'H 
or more than o.n: hundred ami fifty 
dollars: 

"For shooting ewi> or lamb of the 
mountain sheep at an\- time for each 
tmlmal. not less tiiau fifty dollars or 
more than one hundred and fifty dol- 
lars; 

"V'l.i- shooting inouutaiii goats dur- 
ing the close season rioi loss than 
'wenty-five dollars or more than one 
himdrerl dollars for eaili animal: 

"l'"or shooting niounlain goals In 
excess nf the number allowed ]>y this 
Act, not less tlian twent.v-fh-e (iollars 
or more than one hundred dollars lor 
each animal: 

"l''or .shooting moose, wapiti or cari- 
bou (luring the clo.ie aenson. not less 
than fifty dollars or more than two 
hundia d dollars for each animal: 

"l'"(ir shooting luoose. wiipiti or cari- 
bou In excess of the number nllowod 
hy tbi.s Act. not less than fifty dollars 
or more than two hundred dollars for 
each animal:

WATER CLAUSES ACT 

WAS TAKEN OP 

Tliirty Out of Tliree Hundreu* 
and Eleven Sections Con- 
sidered Yesterday

The net result of yesterday aftor- 
noon'H sitting of tho Legislature was 
\'ery amall, although the great Water 
C^lauses Act lo.st one section during 
the i)rooeedings, and now contains 
only 310 instead of Sll. 

Tho Chief Commissioner's inoasure 
was taken up by the Committee of the 
AVholo House, but only got as far aa 
section 30, when tho Leader of the 
Opiiositlon stated that ho had come 
to the end of his notes, and asked 
that further con.'-;ldcratlon of the bill 
bii adjourned until todiiy. Tho real 
cliiuse of contention, that which jiro- 
N'ldes that there sh.ill be no appeal 
from the deci.si..iis of the Board of In- 
vestigation to be apiiolnled for the 
purijoae of adjudicating upon existing 
water records, was not reached yes- 
terday afternoon. 

At 5:40 the House adjourned until 
8 p.m. 

Some New Bills 

The Chief Coniinl.ssioner of Lands 
introduced by inesBaBo a bill to amend 
the Game Protection Act, 1908. This 
bill was given first reading. 

Mr. McBrldo introduced a bill to 
a;uend tho Inspection of Metalliferous 
Mines Act. This was read a flrst 
time. 

Dr. A'oung Introduced a hill intituled 
"An Act to provide for the In.speotion 
01 Hospitals, Orpban.'Lges, Sanitari- 
ums, Maternity Hunii'.-i, and places 
where persons are undergoing medical 
or health treatment." 

Mr McPhlllips introduced a bill in- 
tituled "An Act respecting assign- 
ments of 'Wages and salaries to Lvj 
earned in the future.' 

Tho resolutions reported from com- 
mittee of supply on '2Ath, 'lath and L'Gth 
I''ebruiiry were read the first time, 
but Mr. Henderson (A'ale) objected 
v,hen xlic Minister of Finance moved 
second reading, and the motion was 
withdrawn. 

"We want to clear this away," said 
Mr. 'i''atlo\v. 

"It wdll bo cleared away fast 
enough," replied Jlr. Henderson. 

The AA'ater Bill was considered in 
committee of the whole houae, Jlr. 
Macgowan (Vancouver) acting as 
clialrman. 

In tho dcflning section, Jtr. Mac- 
donald (Rossland) took exception to 
the definition of "water" which in- 
cluded sjirlngs and raxdnes. He .said 
that If a man had a spring on his 
land it should not be subject to being 
stalied by anotlier man. Mr. Fulton 
said that he would a.slc to have the 
section stand oyfv as he wished to 
amend the dellnilioii of "mines" ao as 
to include coal measures, Mr. Mac- 
donnld also drew attention to several 
other dcllnltlons which he did not 
consider worthy of fJoah AA'ebstor. 

Sections 4 and 5, conlirming to the 
f'lown the ownership of all water, also 
stood over at tho request of tlio Chief 
I 'onimissloner. 

.Atr. Macdonald al.so criticized sec- 
lion JO, which iirovldes that tho board 
of Invei'tigatlon shoukl consiat of the 
Chief AA'aler Coniniissioner and such 
other persons as the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor In Council may from time to 
I lino appoint. Ho said the Legislature 
should decide who should bo the 
members • of the board. He noticed 
iilso that nothing was said in tho bill 
:is to a quorum. The section was al- 
lowed to stand over. 

Taking of Evidence 

Mr. Macdonald found fault also 
with the section allowing the board to 
make a personal investigation of any 
stream or works, and to act upon the 
examination to the exclusion of any 
evidence that might ho brought before 
them. He said this was too sw'ceplng. 
At the time of the insiiection the con- 
ditions inlghl he entirely different 
from tiiose existing at any other time 
of tlie Near. On ills motion the word.", 
"to the exclusion of .any other evi- 
dence, etc.," were struck out. In Ihe 
same vein, Hie Leader of tho Oppos- 
ition objected to the clause providing 
that, in the event of the board being 
unable to give personal notice to the 
persons interested in any stream of 
their intention to adjudlcuto upon 
such strciim, notice should be sent by 
letter through the mails, or it should 
be advertised In a local newspaper. 
This clause stood ovor. 

Section 20, which sti|>ulates that no 
special or particular form shall be 
lu'cesary in tli(^ conduct of proceedin.gs 
liy the board .was nlso held up by .Air. 
.MacdfUiald. He suld that tho board 
would lie one of the most Importiuit 
and powerful courts in the country, 
and the Legislature should carefully 
sot forth the necessary procedure. Tho 
section was allowed to stand over. 

At the end of section 30, Mr. Mac- 
don;ild said that he had reached the 
end !ii:; notes, and moved that the 
com n-. I ttee ris.' and report iirogress. Mr. 
l'"ulton said tli.at It would take the 
House a long time tc. get tlimugh the 
bill at :',(! sections a da.\-. ami aske,! 
Mr. .Alacdon.ihl whether he would be 
really lo go on at the niglit sitting. 
Mr. .Macdonald aslced that the liill l„. 
hidd over until today, and the com- 
mittee rose. 

Coal Mines Act 

The bill to amend the Cotil .Aline.s 
Act (.Mr. Fulton) was <'onsldered in 
committee. Mr. Hawthornthwaite 
moved that the clause that no pros- 
pecting license isKued under the act 
shall be transferred without the writ- 
ten consent of tho Chief Comml.ssloner 
of Lands be istruck out. He sold this 
was unfair. Mr. Fulton said it was 
aimed to slve the department discre- 
tionary powers, and, in one re.spoet to 
fin-vent Orientals from getting licen- 
ses. 

Mr. 1 lawtliorntli waite wanted Hils 
exiiress jiroliiliiilon placed in the act 
as in the ICIection? Act. fiut Mr. I'ul- 
ton said tli.at the Dominion govern- 
ment would disalliiw it. 

Mr. Williams (Nev.-castle) asked 
whether u Japanese or Chinaman 
could get a license direct from the 
deiiartinent. 

Mr. Fulton said that he thought 
there had been instances where appli- 
cations by such people had been re- 
fused. 

The .section was held over, and the 
committee reported progress. 

AA'hen the sailors being shipped for 
ihe American schooner Jleteor at 
Aberdeen learned that a Japanese hail 
lieen sliipped as cordc they abandoned 
tile vessel. Cajit. Hopner telegrajihed 
to his owners at San Franci.sco that 
ho was unable to get a crew hecausi^ of 
the employment of the Ja.jianese cook 
and he asked what he should do. Back 
came the answer laconically saying: 
"Kceii the cook." Ultlni.-itcly another 
telegram was st-nt from tho head- 
quarters of the Seamen's union at San 
I'ranclsco instructing them to ship. 
1 They did.

Chairman Mabee Immodl- 
ntely said that the commissioif had no_ 
jurisdiction to griiTif. such'' Jievmissidn. 
Mr, McPhllllps said, that tl^o coai^^coni- 
pany had jiist got a bill' through the 
local leglsUturd, although .'it had, not 
yet recel-ved the royal assent, giving 
It- .power to construct a railway. "Mr. 
Mabee said that would not help, aa it 
was not-a railway for the general ad- 
vantage 6t Canada. The board had'no 
jurisdiction. lie understood that tho 
E. & N. objected. 

Mr. McMullen said that they did, 
but would transport the coal. 

"Yes, at a dollar a ton, when It 
would cost us 25 cents. Wo cannot 
stand for that," said Mr. Moraii. 

A protracted arument followed dur- 
ing whlcli Mr. Mabee suggested that 
application be made at Ottawa to have 
the railway declared for tlie guneral 
lulvaiilage of Canada. Finally Idr. 
McPliillips asked if leave for an un- 
derground crossing could be obtained. 
This was granted,, coiulllional (jn the 
local charter receiving tho Royal as- 
bent, l^lans must be llled witli, and 
api^roved by, the board at tlic appli- 
cant's expense. 

Mr. Luxton for Province. 
A. P. Lu:vton, K.C, then rose to 
inal<e application on belialf of the pro- 
vince tliat tlie railway rates in Brit- 
ish Columbia bo lowered. lie wanted 
British Columbia to be placed on tli6 
same footing so far as tolls were con- 
cerned as other parts of Canada. The 
application v.'as made pursuant to a 
resolution passed ))y tlie local house on 
April D last. He reclleil the Tei'iiis 
of, Union and tlio \arious contracts 
and agreements entered into by tiie 
C.P.It. and the Dominion government, 
and then referred to th.o large sub- 
sidies given to the road. His argument 
was that those documents showed that 
tile road Nvas to ije a national under- 
taking ;ind was not to bo considered 
in sections. Thus ono portion of tlui 
line ahoulu bo treated in the same V/ay 
as another. The large subslaie.s ro- 
ceivei^ were sufflclent compensation 
for the extra expense In constructing 
through tho mountains.. .Moreover 
there was nothing to shdw tl^at . tho 
mountain section cost .more to oi>()rate,> 
He could not prove it one way hit the 
other, as all the evidence was in tho 
possession of tho company. The C.' 
P.K. had agreed to build a road of tlio 
standard of tho Union Pacific. This, 
had not been done as some of the' 
grades were higlier. .I''ormerly the 
northwest had tlic same rates as Brit- 
ish Columbia, but these rates had been 
reduced, and it was only fair that tlio 
B. C. rates, should be reduced like- 
wise. 

F. n. Chrysler, of Ottawa, aj)i)i'arod 
for the CP. It. a|id contended that the 
terms of union IkuI notliLng to do with 
the iiresent application. 'J'hey mendy 
contemplated the building of a r!iil-, 
road, and the C|uestioii of the rates was 
not present in the minds of the fram- 
ers of that document. 1"he other con- 
tracts (luoted were agri-ciiients be>-- 
tweon the governmont of .C.jnadii and 
tlie C.P.H. Tho government of British 
Columbia was no party to these agree- 
ments.' Thus she had no striiidlng 
and (.'ven if tiiere had Ijeen a l)rnaeh, 
only the •Dominion govv^rnmont could 
fcnfiirco the iirovlslons. The . agree/- 
ments thcmselve:, provided that all 
dlfferencia arising out of these- docu- 
morit3 shcijld be settled by arbitra- 
tion In tho manner- therein- provided. 
The ijrteent application did not fall 
within this- category. ' ' .■ , 

WJiUe the Union Pacific .railway 
.■was. specifically mentioned in. itho 
agreement as the gci^ieral .standard for 
construction, the C. P. R. road as ■■built 
was; in many rcsivects superior to th(s 
model, tlie only Inferiority, relatihg to 
som(! 'J inile^ of it, iu the ,>'Jlrtimedlata 
nelghboriiood ol Mount ' ■'Stejilierii 
wlu're certain gradients wore unusual- 
ly atec)), and in the month of No- 
vember, ISSG, an order in council in 
which reference was made to those » 
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miles was passed approving of' tlio 
manner in wliicli tho- work of con- 
Htructloa l;ad been tlone. This ap- 
proval, moreover, seemed effectually 
to dispose of tliat jiart of the com- 
plaint whicli set forth non-construc- 
tion ill accordance w^th tho terms of 
the contract, and the only, conclusion 
to be drawn was that Inasmuch as this 
liortlon of, the^rpad 'wai' more ex- 
pensive to operate than would other- 
wise be the case, heavier . tolls -ivero 
charged. Tlio fact was that they Imd 
constructed tlio road in complete ful- 
lilment of the terms of the contract, 
and the goverinuent of Canada, 
Which alone had tho right to enforce 
the contract, had admitted this to bo 
tile case, under a solemn agreement 
which was confirmed by an order in 
council. They further contended tliat 
sec. 3, wholly apart from any accept- 
ance and approval of the work on the 
part of tlie government did not require 
tlicm to build a< railway with the same 
grades as- tbo8e^'w}lich';had..been adopt- 
ed in buildlng-,tbe Union Pacific, for 
absolutely 'nothing, havingr.referencc to 
grade appjearAdftlnr. tfe!? section, "i-whlch 
oqunspl read^-ffc ■■■.vi-iv^- • j .-S.'* • 
■ The Union -Ptfcifto) ' affi'tt'si matter of 
fact, ^vas merely: an at>proxlinatci' 'stan- 
dard, -and- the -sorf'Sr standard which 
wa's meant related solely to the estab- 
lishment of the cjuallty and character 
of- tho railway; and as tho grades 
adopted almost wholly depended upon 
tho natural features of the country 
through wlilcli any railway passed 
these grades could In no way be prop- 
erly connected with such quality 'and 
character. Further, if any ■llniitation 
in the grades liad been intended, sucli 
provision would have been inserted, 
and even if a government grade had 
been entered in the contract tills 
would not have at all meant that this 
grade should never bo exceeded, or 
liave forbidden the use of an extraor- 
dinary grade for a -few miles, when 
the naturar features, of tho country ue- 
mandcd this 'conceslori,- and -whicfh^was 
overcome by special local means, such, 
a-;! tlio employment of double loc'omo- 
tives, etc. The grades which had been 
f.illowed in the cases of tlio >Jorthern 
Pacific and of tlie Grc:at Northern 
railway as compared with those of the 
t;. P. II., were already^lo be found up- 
on the board's files, and could conse- 
Muently be easily examined. '\Vlillo 
tills difference existed in the caso of 
I jie C. 1-". It. it had been obliged to face 
I'.vo high gradients in the two ranges 
of mountains which it crossed, wliUe 
tliese other road-.^ only crossed one 
range, the r.ockies. 

Mr. Luxton: "But you could have 
gone by the Yellowhead Pass." 

No Pass Stipulated 
Mr. Chrysler: Nothing at all had 
boon mentioned in the contract in re- 
gard to going througli any particular 
liass, or by any particular route. The 
eomiiany's plans liad been filed and 
approved, and notliing further in this 
direction could possllily be roiiuired. 
Air. Luxton had quoted clause 20 in the 
agreement, which stated that tolls 
Hliould nut be reduced excepting under 
certain eondltions, but when tlje gen- 
eral act of 1SS7, whicli applied to all 
rallwnya, was pasaed, it was, provided 
tliut tolls should not be rcdiiced until 
other lines were earning 15 per cent., 
and the C. P. R. 10 per cent, ■ In sub- 
section 6 of .section 17 of the Hallway 
A.ot of 1879 it -ivaa enacted that no 
shippers should be granted a prefer- 
nce In any iiortlon of tho lino. Air. 
Luxton's contmition tliat because tills 
w;is a national railway all the tolls 
id'.ciuld be ii-.'-de uiion precisely tho 
r.aini? basl«, and that no higlier rate 
fiiiouid be charged in one part of Can- 
ada than in any oHier part ot Canarii. 
was without any foundation whatever 
In point of fact. Tho C. P. it. wa.s 
not placed in any different catagory 
from otlier railways, save with this 
one expeptloii, tliat wliile other roads 
could earn 15 per cent, upon their capi- 
tal tlie C. P. n. company was limited 
to 10 per cent. Tho essence of tho 
contract was that they should .always 
charge tlie .same tolls in the same cir- 
cuinstanccs. 

They did not at nil dispute the jur- 
Isdlctioj) of. th^ board, which had al- 
ready glv?n a • decision upon similar 
lines in the Interlo* rates, case. 

Mr. Luxton: J'But not Uyxti this 
|)olnt of view." ■' ' • , 

Mr. Chrysler "replied It was 
true it had not then boon urged that 
tile people of ihls iirovince had con- 
stitutional sanction for tho conten- 
tion that they Hhaukl pay no higher 
tolls In any circumstances whtitevjr 
than were charged in other portions of 
tho country regardless of the fact that 
tlio operation of tho road in this prov- 
ince rose more and that its value of 
local traffic both in the way of pas- 
aongers and, of freight was loss than 
v/as the case in tho other provinces 
although in-as-much as the board was 
of the opinion the people of this prov- 
ince were somewhat unfairly treated. 
It had upon that occasion .granted 
.some nieasures of relief. This decis- 
ion of tho board would be found up- 
on tlio 142nd page of the 7th volume 
of the . Canadian railway cases, and 
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the statement of "Mr. Hartwell," the 
lioard traffic officer upon the 13Bth 
page. • ■ - . . 

It was then admitted that the cost 
of maintenance and ,of operation were 
greater and the traffic lighter upon 
tho westorn\ portion of -the. line than 
was tho case upon the. eastern sec- 
tions and Mr. Hartwell had . found 
that tlie figures which were supplied 
by the company's officials were in the 
Mialn correct. Tlic members of tho 
board ^vere awaro that the grades 
were heavier and more difficult of 
operation in this province than was 
llio case in tho Prairie provinces and 
if these facts were taken Into con- 
sideration the rates between Van- 
couver, and Calgary would be found •* 
bo really lower than the rates which 
'vore charged between Wlanipeg and 
Calgary." The finding "of *thls board 
luKt^approved of the propriety of mak- 
ing a heavier charge in tlu; ijrov- 
Iqces to the cast of the Rocky inoun- 
iains and II It were Intended to at- 
l;ick any particular impost, a specif- 
ic complaint should be made. 

Tlio only matter however, which 
wns now ■submitted to the board re- 
lated to .pure qestion of law and ho 
believed that Mr. Luxton submitted 
llio case in that way, contending that 
there was an Inherent right In this 
lirovlncc to .■secure exactly tho same 
rates which were charged in the oth- 
er provinces, owing to tho circuni- 
(itancos that it appeared to have given 
a bonus of Its own towards the con- 
Htnictlon of this railway., Biit' this 
grant of land • had been conveyed ■ to 
tho Dominion as a sot -off,' and not to 
tho company nor had it in any way 
reached them, being still owned by 
the Dominion government. The quos- 
tlou now arose,' what stipulation had 
been madn by the Dominion govern- 
mont And this only referred to the 
construction of tlic road within -the 
period of ton ye.'ir.'^i. And if any rem- 
edy existed in this case it concerned 
tho Dominion government and not the 
C.P.U. coinpany. 

Nothing was inserted In the con- 
tract in respeqt, to this province, nor 
d Id any llniilt&tlqit ' In reference to tho 
levying- of 'rates -Jexlst with: tbls ex- 
ception, >that every person In the prov- 
ince must be placed upon the sartie 
basis. He could not understand tho 
argument that tho provincial rates ro- 
Ktrlctod immigration, as the local 
rates had nothing wliatover to do 
with tljrough passcngc-r and Iriiitil- ; 



grant ratps from Halifax anu St, John 
and tne United States, which furtlior 
for the very purpose of encouraging 
immigration, were very law and, In- 
deed lower than was really profitable 
to Abe company. And while the rate 
of four cents .a mile could bo charg 
ed In this province this did not mean 
that it was always charged, as tho 
rate, which was actually levied was In 
many cases probably much less, 
Special rates were cliarged in many 
cases, such as 1 2-3 cents per mile, 
and further tho four cent rate wy.s 
mitigated by mtuiy circumstances. 
As a matter of fact only a small num- 
ber of passengers paid tho full four 
;ent rate. 

While it would bo difficult to a.s- 
certaln tho full volume of local traf- 
fic It would probablv be found that 
80 per cent of the tickets which were 
taken up here were purchased at out- 
side points. And' In many cases the 
local passenger traffic as compared 
with tho total traffic of the line was 
certainly small. Tho poinilatlon of 
Britl.-jh Columbia was largely concen- 
trated in tho mining camps in its 
southern sections and in the coast 
cities, with the result that the local 
traffic was very limited. 

Not Different from Others. 
Finally no ground whatever had 
been shown to support tho contention 
that the (;.P.R. stood In this province 
in any different position than was tbe 
case with any other railway company. 
Mr;-. Luxton'si Reply, . 
Mr. Luxton rfepiied that their con- 
tentlori was that the very large subsi - 
dies which had been granted. to the C. 
P. R. had been given not only for the 
purposes of ; construction but also of 
maintehanceyand operation, ' and thiit 
consequently '"tho different provinces 
and territories through' which it ran 
should be placed upon exactly the 
same footing- and have the same - ad- 
vantageo. , • '■. '■/V- -.'- , ■ -. 

C hairman [ Mabee-^I'In/j tho ;jvPalJway 
act and, all -ivay through . It, provision 
Is made that"" the rallwaiy company

The city is asking ii'gi.slation to rc-

tended that- tlie reallli-mallon of the 
'city's rights under tin? Act oi 1.S73 
would be construed n.s t.iking tiie 
Av'b-:- work.-; system of the company 
<iiit of tlie operation of Section 47 of 
tlio Water Claus(^s ..\ct. "We distln- 
Rilisli between the water works .system 
of the company, as It liaa Ijcen (;stal)- 
aished, and ithe rights of which tho 
•company might avail Itself under the 
Act of 1892, but has not seen lit to 
talie.

that, granting this to be the case, the 
compaiiy'B rights under the last men- 
tioned Act only extend far enough "to 
cover what it has actually done or may 
do In the -way of storing- and utilizing 
water; and that 'the moment the water 
passes out of the actual physical pos- 
session of the comparij', it .naay.jb^^ap- 
proprlated by the city under the Act 
of 1S73, and that the Water Clauses 
Act ought not to apply in fixing the 
value of the company's property which 
the city might take fur the purpose of 
utilizing ithe released water. 

Tliere are .somevother.; statutory pro- 
visions which havie'a bearing upon 'the 
city's rights, but they do not appear 
to be Involved in the question now 
•before ithc legislature. In our view of 
the case we do not see ho.w the , city 
will gain by the proposed new legis- 
lation anything more than it now pos- 
sesses, or how the company will lose 
any right conferred upon it by tho Act 
of 1892, if tlft new seotion Is carefully 
framed. 'We do not think It would be 
lair to the company to deprive it of 
any rights conferred by the .Act of 
1S92 unless it shall bo sliown to be in 
the public interest that those rights 
should bo abridged or qualified in 
some way which provides for adequate 
comi)ensatlon. 



A SUGGESTION. 



'I'he Colonist is in receipt of the fol- 
lowing letter from a correspondent 
v.liose opinions on all subjects of an 
educational nature are worth liaving. It 
is gratifying in tin- highest di-gree to 
receive such a letter. Whether the 
articles referred to are suitable for the 
purpose suggested It Is not for us to 
say; but it Is undoubtedly very desir- 
able that the school children should bo 
taught what their own country Is like: 

As one wlio Is deeply interested In 
the progress of Canada, and the devel- 
opment of. Vancouver .Island iii parti- 
cular, may I venture to suggest that 
tiie series of articles on "Vancouver 
Island and Railw-ay Dovelopment" 
should be utilized in the public schools 
of Victoria, for the Instruction of tho 
puiills. 

There is nothing so amazing to tho 
student of Canadian affairs, as the 
apathy and ignorance of 'many adults 
.".nd oblWron. regarding the potential 
wealth and resources of the Dominion, 
and what strikes the newcomer in this 
part of the world. Is the utter ignor- 
ance of many of the islanders concern- 
ing localities within a few hours' 
Journey of Victoria. 

While resident in France a few- 
years ago, I took occasion' "to stuilj- 
tlie_ geography used in the primary 
achools, and found that It contained 
about seven differont maps of that 
country, excellently -drawn ^nd .printed, 
dealing with the economics, coal areas, 
military divisions and posts; railway 
Q.iid canal systems, etc., showing how 
groat was the importance attached to 
a thorough grounding in the know- 
ledge of "La Belle France" as compared 
to "that of other countries. 

It Is only by a system of compari- 
son that one Is able to arrive at a 
just e.stlmate of the enormous dower 
bestowed upon the Inhabitants of this 
.■gigantic province and your wonder- 
fully rich and beautiful Island. Ts 
tliere no wealthy citizen who will 
avi-ard a sulistaulial pris-.e for the best 
es.suy by a High School pupil on tho 
geography, and resources of Vancou- 
\-er Islanti, as sot forth In your ad- 
mirable series of articles in the Col- 
onist, a series wlii<-h 1 liave care- 
fully read and consigned to a scrap 
book for further reference? 

In the liepublic to the south of tho 
Dominion, there -are found scores of 
boys and girls, who from a keen love 
of country prove the most excellent 
of unaided immigration agent.s. and 
are able to convey to every stranger 
within their gates and every traveler 
tin y may meet abroad, a comprehen- 
sivi- idea of the immense resources of 
liieir country. Would tliat Canadians 
were as well equipped with Informa- 
tion ooncernlng the geography ^ind 
potential wealth of our Dominion! 

Vancouver Island possesses natural 
resources u-liicli are incomiiarable 
when estimated by llial of our units 
of I-hniiire. I^et our children bo 
Laugiit to compare thesi resourcoi) 
witli those of other Islands long de- 
veloped and populated, and there will 
lie little work left for the present 
Island Development League to per- 
form. 



eral party in tho next provincial elec- 
tions." We see no reason to believe

"Captain Bernier has arrived at a 
conclusion, from observation and 
knowledge obtained from otiiers, on 
the question of oiieii navigation In 
Hudson strait and bay, Tlie average 
time of the closing of navigation for 
the eastern entrance ot Hudson strait 
is about tlie last of October. The clos- 
ing of iiuvigatlon so early is due to 
pack Ice drifting on the coast of 'Hud- 
son strait. The northern current part- 
ly enters tfie north side of the strait 
and partly closes on the Labrador 
coast. Th's fact is well 1 established 
by the filling up with ice oif tho rior- 
thern harbors and Por' Bnrw'cll at the 
entrance of tlie slr:iii, while tlio wes- 
tern jiart of the strait and Hudson Day 
are free from ice. Hudson- Bay Is 
never frozen with the exception of a 
few miles around the 'margin. Fort 
Churchill Is often njieu In the first 
weelfs of November and can easily be 
kept open with aj suitably ' Joebreaker.

The distance be- 
tween lliese points Is Ui miles and tlie 
elevation to be made la 2,700 feet, or 
2(!.3G feet to the mile, which is cer- 
tainly nothing at all serious, if it is at 
all uniform. The maximum grades 
are 105.60 feet to the mll^ or 2 -per 
cent. These occur In three places, one 
of them Is 1.27 miles In length, an- 
other 6.67 miles and another 4.43 miles. 
These, of course, are all against east- 
bound traliic. 

Of the head of the Inlet a.s a ter- 
minal Mr. Smith said: •'The extensive 
flat at the head of Bute Inlet is favor- 
able for the site of a large commercial 
town. There is fair anchorage and ;i 
commodious harbor could be made, if 
required, but probably a few wharves 
or sliiJS would be sutlicient at present, 
as eventually the railway nilglit have 
to be extended down the side of the 
Inlet to meet the demand of Increased 
commerce." He adds that the Inlet 
with the channels at its mouth could 
be used advantageously by car-ferries 
to convey trains to the shore of Van- 
couver Island. There Is no doubt 
whatever of the practicability of the 
Bute Inlet route, and its cost would 
hot bo excessive If the construction of 
the bridges by way of Seymour Nar- 
rows were eliminated. If the line were 
extended to Frederick Arm, ferry con- 
nection with the Island would be 
maintained by way of Nodalos Chan- 
nel. It is interesting to note In this 
connection that in 1877 bandford 
Fleming contemplated the use of 
Frederick Rrm as a terminus for the 
Canadian Pacific railway. Ho declar- 
ed It to be approachable from the 
north side of Vancouver Island by 
Queen Charlotte Sound and Johnstone 
Strait and that ocean-going steamers 
would be able to reach it by open 
channels in less t,lma than any port 
within the Strait of Georgia- What

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BRITISH OPINION 



The "Morning Post" says: The Gov- 
ernment and their friends inu.st bo 
feeling somewhat uneasy at the grow- 
ing volume of hostile criticism directed 
against Mr. Blrrell's Land Bill. Strong 
and effective opposition to this mea- 
sure must place an awkward obstacle 
dn the path along which the Ministers 
.have elected to advance. In the day 
.of their triumph Liberal leaders piedg- 
|ed themselves cheerfully to relieve and 
assist ev.ery section of their mixed fol- 
lowing, and those divisions of the Mln- 
jsterial host whose wants have not yet 
'received attention are not now dis- 
posed to abandon their claims. The 
Irish Nationalists have made It clear 
that their demands for new agrarian 
legislation must be satisfied Immed- 
iately. The Government cannot afford 
to resist this pressure. They dulayed 
they introduction of the Irish Land 
Bill to the close of last Sess'on, but 
they have pledged thomsolvcs to rein- 
troduce it at the earliest opportunity. 
It is possible that Mr. Birreil might 
have passed a ir.ea.sure tliat would 
have created little opposition if lie had 
cared to base lils legislation on the 
principles th.at rendered the Act of 
1003 so successful. The essential merit 
of that Act, and tlio great results 
which it has undoubtedly achieved, 
must be attributed to the fact that It 
gave effect to the understanding reach- 
ed between the reiireHentatives of land- 
lord and tenant in Ireland at the Land 
Conference of It is true that sinco 

then most of the Nationalists have 
abandoned the attitude which they 
then adopted, and liave reverted to 
•he traditional jiolicy of malevolent 
hostility to landlords and their rights. 
But. oven if the Irish Secretary oould 
not hope to bring the two parties to- 
gether, he might in passing his mea- 
sure have made some effort to study 
.<he wishes and interests of both par- 
ties. But 'he persistently refused to 
give a hearing to those who, like Mr. 
William O'Brien and his friends tried 
•'to advocate some solution for the 
agrarian problems of Ireland that 
would be accepted by landlord and 
tenant. Basing his policy solely on 
the olnlms of the Nationalists, Mr. Blr- 
^rell has produced a measure which 
has aroused very keen disapproval 
among the landlords and Unionists of 
Ireland and England. Mr. Blrrell's 
proposals are condemned just because 
they run counter to the very features 
which liave rendered tlie existing Act 
so succes.sful In Its working. I\lr. l=!lr- 
roll's measure docs not seem likely to 
liromotQ a tranquil settlement of tho 
(igrarlan problems of Ireland. On the 
contrary. It threatens to arrest tlio 
progress of land purch.-iHe. wlildi, in 
the words of tli(! Chli^f Secretary,

commodate the traffic of the northern 
lialf of Vancouver and of the Queen 
Cliarlott<^ Islands, when In eour«e of 
time they become settled and their re- 
sources <leveloped." The route chosen 
for tho Canadian Pacific has led to the 
settlement of the region around Bur- 
rard Inlet, and consequently created 
new local commercial and political 
conditions,, but the facts of geography 
are the same today as they were when 
Sir Sandford Fleming made his report 
and the development of tho use of car- 
ferries has been such that, when once 
a line of railway was brought as far 
as Frederick Arm, connection tliereliy 
would at once be estabiished with 
Vancouver Island and tlie railway 
would be continued to tho ocean jiorts 
of the Island, so as to avoid any navi- 
gation of the relatively narrow inland 
waters. Those wlio de.slre to see Van- 
couver Island ctmnected with the 
Mainland by the Bute Inlet route may 
rest quite .'-■atisfled as to the perteetly 
feasible eliaraeter of such a project, 
either from ti;e standpoint of engin- 
eering or transportation. 

A New Route Suggested 
There is another route to be men- 
tioned in this connection. In the; last 
jirecoding article I spolie of the nar- 
rowni;s3 of the channel separating the 
Island from tlie .Mainland between 
Loughborough and Knight Inlets, 
where Johnstone .Strait Is only about 
2 miles wide. To this I wish to di- 
rect special attention. If one looks at 
the map ho will see on the Mainland 
shore just opposite where the Island 
shore begins its decided trend to tlio 
west a small indentation of the coast 
marked Blonklnsop Bay, and a little to 
the west of It another and larger one 
marked Port Neville. The Strait here 
is miles wide. Blonklnsop Bay would 
seem to be Ideal for the terminus of a 
railway seeking connection with a <^ar 
ferrv. It Is more than a mile long, in- 
cluding llie tide-liat lit its head and 
there is good anchorage shown upon 
the chart in from (i to If) fathoms of 
water. It is protected from all winds. 
The strait Is unobstructed by rocks or 
Shoals and lia« a current varyin.g from 
1 to 3 knots an hour. My Information 
Is that in one of the several small 
bights along tlie Vancouver slioro a 
good location for a ferry terminal can 
be found. The crossing of Johnstone 
Strait l)y a car-ferry would not bo 
anything like aa serious a matter as 
the crossing of the Columbia river by 
the Northern Pacific on Its way to 
Portland from Seattle. If therefore a 
good route can bo found from tho 
Summit at Lalco Tatlayacoli to Ulenk- 
Insop Bay or Port Neville, for the lat- 
ter Is also admiralily adapted to lie the 
terminus of a car-ferry, tlie ((uestion 
of Mainland eonnectinn would be sim- 
plified so far as tho length of the no- 
coHsary ferriage is concerned. I

Coal Mints Regulation.

Hon. Mr. McL'.ride moved lliird 
reading of the bill to amend the Coal 
Regulations act. ■ Mr. Hawthornthwiiite 
(-N'analmo) moved that the third read- 
ing of the bill be discharged and the 
bill referred back .to committee for 
llie consideration of two amendments; 
one to tho ellect that wages to under- 
ground miners should be paid every 
iwo weeks; another to the effect tiua 
an iniiuest should always be held . t 
tlie bodies of all persons whose deam 
may. have been caused by explosion or 
accident in any mine. 

Mr. McBrido explained that the 
amendment had no bt.'aring on tlie 
original bill, and so .Mr. llawtliorn- 
tlnvaite was out of order. TIil- bill 
had to do with tho board of e.\;uiuiiei's 
in coal mines. There was unotliL-r bill 
at present before the Mouse, di.'aliiig 
with niuendments on tlie same sub- 
ject. This was tile bill introjueod by 
Air. Ross (Fernie) and dealing wlih the 
payment of wages.

The report on the .attv:"pnv.n-pncral's 
bill to amend ' the Jurors' act was

The attorney-general's bill, to n.mct'id 
the Ditclies and Wate'r Cour.scs act, 
1907, was considered In committee of 
the whole house. Tiie bill was re- 
ported with minor amendmems. 

Tho committee of tho whole consid- 
ered the attorney-general's hill to 
amend the law of vendor and purclias- 
er, and to simplify titles. Tho bill was 
reported without amendments, al- 
though Mr, Hawthornthwalte (Nnnai- 
mo) stated that the title vi^as a mis- 
r.onier, as tlic bill would not tend to 
.'uuiplify titles, lie cciusidcred. 

Public Service Bill. 
Hon. Dr. Youii.g nio\'ed second read- 
ing of the public service bill dealing 
with the grading of the civil servie.; 
In tile province. Dr. Young sidii that 
tlie present Ihli was iiiteinh-d to follow 
out the policy adopted liy ilie (ueseiit 
governinenl in tin; iniiller of the civil 
service. Tile iiiatti'r iiad lieeii be- 
fori; the Dominion and otiK.T provin- 
cial govornnients for mony years and 
every effort was being made to place 
the civil service on a business basis. 
Owing to the peculiar conditions in 
the province, the great amount of work 
to be handled, and the method of ap- 
pointment of c.ivll .servants, through 
which many men were In the service 
more for their party than for thoIr 
fitness, the civil service, was unbal- 
anced. 

The necessity for Civil service reform 
had been recognlned throughout tin; 
iJominiou. It was shown by tile action 
of the Dominion goveriiiiieiit last year, 
tho appointment of tlie civil service 
commission, and the bringing in of ;i 
bill lo endeavor to deal with the case. 
There was at present a cla.';s ef men 
In the civil service Uiat, while tliotv; 
w.as no douljt as to lluir intej^rity, 
were unlUted bv their e'arl,\- (ii..^nil\'ail- 
tagi^" to perform tli<; iluties deiiia nded 
of them by the growing liusliieHs of llie 
province. 'I'he service was overloaded 
witli old men, more so than In any iitli- 
cr country exceijt Cliina. Over i'lT per 
cent, were over -10 yiars of .•igi-; H 
pe'r cent, wt're o\-ei- (Id; while Ij.-irely 
.T iier cent, were undc;r On the oilier 
h;iiid, In view of the Increasing re- 
siionsliilltles of the office, the man 
over CO d(;creaHod in efficiency from 
1!.S to :!() ;;tr cent. 

'I'iie fiy.stimi in this province liad 
gi'DWn out of tile i)atr()n;ige s\-steni, 
anil tiie object of the jiresent liill w:is 
to do away with patronage and to in- 
troduce a system founded uinm eiii- 
ciency and merit. Bonie Inducein.oTt 
should be held out to men to ontor tho 
civil service and make It their life 
work, tho remuneration and chance of 
advancempnt being so slight at pro- 
sorit that many young men will not 
enter tho service. 

While re-enacting In great measure 
last season's bill the present measure 
did not Include the superannuation 
clause. Last .session a meniijor of tlio 
oppoltion liad lirouglit up ii leelmleal- 
Ity to tlie effeet tliat this iiart ol' the 
1)111 should have been brought down 
bj' another message. fin the siiper- 
nniiuatlon part liad been drojiped, 
while the principle of the bill had 
been adnptinl, so that the work of 
grading tlie service could bo carried 
on during the snirimer. 

In view of tlio fact tiial the (pi(!K- 
tion was being dealt Willi at Ottawji, 
the government had held the bill over 
In the public interest.

The delegates were *welfcoroed"by the 
Hon. Capt. Tatlow, who took tho ohnir 
i't the morning- session. He styled It 
one of tho most important gathorlnge 
which had ever come together In the 
otilces of tho agricultural dopsTrtmont. 
Tho C. P. R. had been Instrumontal in 
calling tlio meeting together, and 
whatever the fault.'i of the railway 
comijuny might bo they should bo 
commended for having given free car- 
riage to tho fruit exhibits sent by tho 
lirovlnce to London. Exceptional ad- 
\-antages luid been accorded to the 
Britls'ri Columbia fruit on Us steamers, 
and all Interested in the industry must 
recognize a causo for gratitude for 
what was done on that occasion. 

Capt. Tatlow then called upon F. W. 
Peters, who safd that he and Mr. Mar- 
polo had been approached by many 
persons In British Columbia Interested 
In fruit growing, and had been asked 
to attend a number of meetings on tho 
subject in dllforcnt parts- of the pro- 
vince. Mr. Lannigan had also inter- 
viewed several people on the matter of 
freight rates, so the speaker had com- 
municated with tho governnient and 
arranged for this meeting. The presi- 
dent and first vice-president had also 
been approached on tho question while 
In British Columbia. 

C. P. R. Wishes to Help 
Continuing Mr. Potors said: 
"We do not tako tho 
tho C. P. R. is perfect, 
been trying to get tho rales on a fair 
and equitable basis, and tho samo way 
with the service. There may bo weak 
spots In our system, and If there aro 
wo want to know them. If tho other 
conditions arc in order In regard to 
marketing you will find the C. P. I^. 
not behind hand. i\lr. Stout, of the Do- 
minion Express Co., is hero and will 
doubtless - be. heard on, these matters, 
and Mrr*.Iianlgan; -will, .speak later for

will be heard, and tho trafllc' pfllcers 
will go as far as they can, us business 
men, to assist them. We c-innot af- 
ford to retard tlio deve!oi)mont and 
growth of the fruit indu.stry of tlie 
province in any way at all." 

Mr. Stout, manager of the Dominion 
Express Co., said that his comiiaiiy al- 
so desired to co-operate with tho otli- 
era in making tho industry a success. 

W: G. Ricardo, or Vernon,; ,T. W. 
Stirling, of Kelowna; J. J. Campbell, of 
Nelson, and Mr. Lanigan of tlie C. P. 
R. were appointed a resolution com- 
Itteo and a, large number 'of resolu- 
tions -were submittod to them, which 
\\ ere debated '"■du^'ing, the' afternoon ses- 
sion. ' 

The first resolution provoked a pro- 
longed discussion, and tho text fol- 
lows: 

"Whereas: 1. The minimum weight 
of 30,000 lbs. is in excess of tho cap;ic- 
Ity of ;m.v of tho cars furnished to 
Okan;'gan shippers to date; 

"2. From Spokane east a ftilnlmum 
of only 24, 000, cars Is required. 

"3. For tho smallest cars a minimum 
of. more than 24,000 I'bs. Is not prac- 
tlcable. • " . 

"Therefoi-e, bn it resolved that the 
C". P. R. b(! asked to reduce tho mini- 
mum weight for carload rates from 
Britlsli Columbia points east on nil.ved 
cars of apples, pears, fresh fruits ;uid 
vegetaljles from :iO,000 llis. to 24,000 
lbs. for largo cars and 20,000 lbs. for 
small cars." 

The moclon was Introduccil liy ]{. 
H. Rogers, who said tliat the present 
tariff called for 30,000 Ib.-^. ai::d it -^wis 
lmi)osslblo to load that much on the 
cars supplied. Of tho weight 10,000 
had to be apples or pears and he 
gave Instances where the remainder 
Of the car was filled with mixed fruit, 
etc., and still was from 5000 lbs. to 
7000 lbs. under weight,' .The result 
was that the shjppers ,ha,dv to pay for 
freight which was not carried. Tho 
smaller cars supplied would not carry 
more than 20,000 lbs. 

Mr, Lanigan said that this matter 
had already been .taken, up by.t^he C. 
P. R. and ho had with him' a proof of 
a iiroposed new tariff ' vVhlch'prSvIded 
for tho redaction , of.. the minimum in 
the cases mentioned tibm 30,000 lbs. to 
24,000 lbs. The request for the change 
had not come In from the dealers uniil 
th(^ last rjoason was practically over 
and so II was not Introduced then. 
AVith regard to tho redticed minimum 
on the smalli.'r cars, ho could not con- 
sent to tiiat.. Sueli a mlnlnium was 
h'l-aiiii.-d by any lino anvwh(-i-(^. 
However there wore not more than one 
per conl. of the sm.-ill cars being used 
and no new ones were being built so 
the evil would soon remedy Itself. 

Mr. itogers claimed that nio.st of tlie 
cars suiiplled to Okanagan were' 
feet In length or snuiller. The same 
question of smaller cars came up In 
auhseuuent resolutions, anil se\-ei-al 
spealturs intimated that they made 
frequent appearances In British C6- 
lumbla. I\lr. Lanigan, however, stood 
firm. Mr. Peters said that he was 
surprl.ied to hoar^that so many small 
cars should have gone to British Co-

lumbia, but ho would assure tho meet- 
ing tliat efforts would bo made next 
year to remedy this, und on this as- 
surance tho resolution was passed 
minus the reference to the 'small cars. 

Another resolution was presented by 
IMessrs, Rogers and \Vanlea3 whicli 
asked tliat the niininRun weights for 
carload lots for fresh fruits in pack- 
ages, consisting of prunes, plums, 
cherries, ppaciies, ai>rIcotfe and berries 
bo reduced : from 20,0,00 lbs. to 18,000 
lbs. as they- could' not be loaded to 
thut oxtent without damage. Jlr. 
.Lanigan. pointed out- that this class of 
goods, was; usually sent by express, in 
fact the C. P. H. was the only railroad 
to handle It In carload lots. He could 
not accept . the change. "He also 
tlioiighl that the reduced '.carload 
might oporato to lesson tho amount of 
fruit taken, T,' resolution was with- 
drawn. 

Rato to Winnipeg--. 
The next resolution dealt with ratesi 
and led to a prolonged dlsctlsstpn. The' 
friilt growers want, the same rate Into 
Wlnhipoff as Is enjoyed by .the On- 
tario fruit growers In order to be able 
to compote on an equality. Giving In- 
-stances, Air. Rogers said that the rate 
of apples and pears from Okanagan to 
Wimiliteg was 75c per cwt., while tho 
rate from Ontario to AVInnlpeg was 
rifjc per cwt. Tills was a most serious 
<lllfercnco, and became of still greater 
Imiiortaiice to B. C. growers when it 
was remembered that their cost of 
production and living was considerab- 
ly higher than It was In the east. Tho 
Dominion B.xpress Co. granted Identi- 
cal rates. 

Mr. Lanigan said that he had re- 
cently made a personal canvass of tho 
fruit growers of Winnipeg and the 
northwest in order to find out If pos- 
sibly why the' B. C. growers did not 
do more business there. At first ho 
tliouglit it was because of tho Ontario 
fruit, but afterwards lie found that 
li'ss and less Ontario fruit \ found 
its \vay to the Winnipeg market. Then 
he thought it was because too largo 
l)rices were asked for British Colum 
bia fruit. Finally, however, he satis 
lied liiniself that neither of these 
causes were the real reason. Tho real 
^ eoinijotition hi "Winnipeg was tho 
position tliat i \\'"-'*blngton, not tlie Ontario fruit, and 
but wo have ""^ American fnilt was driving the 
others out of the market. It wa/'not 
because the foreign fruit was be'.tor, 
but because the growers of Yakima 
valley and Wenatcliee valley were 
dumping their .second grade fruit at 
prici'fi wlilcli were too tempting for 
the denler.s. Thus any reduction In 
fri-lght rates would not help them, for 
It would be immediately met by the 
Amorlpai),. roads. They already luid 
tho • advt^ntage in a less freight rato 
and li) the 10c duty. This, however, 
was.niore thai>.''9oi»nterbalanccd by the 
way. thq CanadltCrtJgrbwtr was handi- 
capped by tlie?-laAV.

By way of showing <'wh'afc-.tha "icom- 
pany had done f or th«- Bi G^^ f ru 1 1 
grower he said thiif the C.P.Tl.-- had 
consistently refused to make through 
rates on fruit ori;,'lnatlng in tho States 
to |)olnls on tho jirairies whore there 
was no comiietlng line, thus locking 
up a large territory for the B. C. fruit 
grower. (Applause). 

IMaxwcl! Smith, Dominion fruit In- 
spector, took exceiitlon to Mr. Lanl- 
gan's view of the law. Wliatever 
might be the case in the northwest he 
had successfully conducted several 
prosecutlon.s of dealers offering Am- 
erican fruit for sale wliich had not 
been properly graded. He did not 
thinlt tliat a satisfactory rejilv had 
been given regarding the AViiinlpeg 
rate. if there were defects in the 
Dominion ■ act, it would bo all the 
easier to remedy it if the Ontario 
growers were jilacod on the same foot- 
ing with the li. C. men. If their shoes 
were equally pinched much greater 
influence could be brought to bear at 
Ottawa. Mr; Smith; however, admitted 
that there" were only two Inspectors in 
the northwest, a wholly- Insufllcient 
number to Inspect the frijlt shipments 
properly. The resolution carried by a 
large majority. 

A number of other resolutions deal- 
ing with special rates from various 
points wore Introduced, and on Mr. 
Peters' suggestion allowed to stand 
over till this morning to give Mr. Lani- 
gan an opijortunlty to familiarize him- 
self with them. 

A resolution asking for carload 
rates on mixed consignments of can- 
ned goods, apples, pears and fresli 
fruits, was opposi-d and ultimately 
withdrawn. It was pointed out that 
the railway commission had expressed 
U;;i;lf as opposed to such a classifica- 
tion. 

'J'he same fate met a resolutl'oii ask- 
ing for a ll.xed rate between given 
points lO be charged for icing. Instead 
of the consignee paying for t'.e ice 
actually coiiHumcd. Mr. Pitcalrn said 
that the uncertainty attending the 
cost of Icing led to many <?innplalnts 
from consignees and loss of husJnosH. 
Mr. Lanigan said that the road would 
have no ob.iectlnn, but many sliippurs 
preferred the other system, a view 
borne out by other speakers. 

The (luestlon of a, special refrigera- 
tor service tor less than carload lots 
on certain days was laid over till to- 
day. A motion asking that tho C.P.R., 
whenever possible, giant leases of land 
near their V right of way for . the erec- 
tion of pa;oklng .houses and warehouses 
was' wlthdt'awh. .Mr.lPeters explained 
that such''waB.,dhd h^. always been 
the policy of the.'^ company. It thofo 
had been a case of such- a request be- 
ing, refused when there was land 
available, ho did not know of It. 
Fruit Growers' Grievances. 
A. .7. Alcock, of Penticton, ihen ad- 
dri-sscil -the meeting. Sjieaklng as a 
fruit grov.'i r he would say that it was 
not freight rates that was bothering 
tho nrodu.ccr. Those could ea.-iily be 
paid,' It was the lack of a proper me- 
thod of distributing and marketing 
the fruit. Ho gave three Instances 
where practically nothting - had,- been 
realized uiion shli)ments, and said that 
fruit was being allowed to waste be- 
cause It did* not pay , to ship. Last 
year the growers had sold fruit for 3 
cents a lb., tho freight rate was about 
%c! per lb„ and it retailed on tho 
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northwesfmarkef for .16' toi20'oents a 
pound.: Who* was getting tho dlfltor- 

ence? 

They wcro told at the time that It 
was due to a glut on tho market, but 
ho wont to the- prairies to tlnd ^ft, 
and found that It was a glut In prlois 
wlilcli caused all the trouble. Tho 
fruit did not sell, because people 
could not afford to pay tho prices 
asked. Arrangements should bo made 
so that tho grower could deal direct 
wltli tho consumer, and tho speaker 
suggested a plan whereby tho consum- 
ov could deposit his money in the banic 
and tiien send his receipt and order 
direct to tho 'grower. In this way 
both tho consumer and tho grower 
\vould bo protected. He claimed that 
the retailers on tho prairies wore 
making from 75 per/Cent. to 300 per 
cent; ^pro^tvbn the fruit they handled, 
Such aysoHeme as ho suggestea'wpuld 
open ,,up>an.; upUmlteiJ; market J; As it 
wasilast season be ;kne>V; of '<^attle be- 
ing -fed oh stjiendld/frult.. ■ ' , 

Mr. Palmer suggested that ho draw 
up -n. paper embodying his views and 
submit It to the ' me'otlng. This ho 
agreed to do, and tho meeting shortly 
afterwards adjourned.

CITIZENS' LEAGUE IS 
AGAINST PRIZE FIGHTS 



Deputation Urges Its Views 
Upon Police Commissioners 
— Home of Detention 

That tho police commissioners 
should take steps to put a stop to 
prlzi; lighting in 'the city and only al- 
low glove contests when such are hold 
under the auspices of recognized ath- 
letic orgaii'/iatlons, and purely ama- 
teur in character was tho suggestion 
inado iby a dojiutation from tho Clti- 
zen.s' League which waited upon the 
polico commissioners yesterday after- 
noon.., iThendeputatlon .-was composed 
of MrBii.8ponord„.Sch9oI..|rpus.toe. "Mrs. 
Jenkins, Rev." S.i' :J. . Thompson -..and 
Rev T. \V. Gladstone -The mepibcrs 
of tho deputation stated that thoy did 
not wish to Interfere with sport In any 
way Gn the contrary they appreci- 
ated tho great benelits to be derived 
by tho young men of the city from 
true sport, but recently fistic contests 
bad been held In the city whlcli had 
been pure prize lights. The contest- 
ants had shared in the gate receipts 
and soijje of the contests had to lie 
terminated b.v tho intervention of the 
police. This action on tho part of tlie 
•police indlcF.,ted the nature of the 
liB'lits. 

The commissioners, in answer to the 
deputation, stated that this quostlo'n 
of boxing contests had been consid- 
ered by tho bo.ard bpforo. Tliero was 
no intention of allowing prize fights 
to be fought here. On tho contrary, 
permits for sucli contests haye ero 
this been refused. It had been de- 
cided tliat any boxing contests should 
only bo held "under the auspices of 
local athletic clubs, which should con- 
trol tho fights and see . that such aro 
properly conducted. ' The, commission- 
ers appreciated tho stand taken by 
tho Citizens' League- ■sad prorolsod 
that prize lights would not be allowed 
in Victoria. » . 

Another deputation; .-representing the 
Ministerial association, also waited 
lipon the, commissioners. The deputa- 
tion wSs jpomposed. of Kev. Mr. .Mc- 
Coy, Rev. P. Tapscott.'Rev. Mr. darson 
and A. J. Brace. Rev. Mr. McCoy and 
Rev. Mr. Ta-pscott, who acted as 
spokesmen, asked that the board of po- 
lice commissioners exert Its Influence 
for tho establishment of a Juvonllo Do- 
llnquonts court, such court 'to work in 
conjunction, as far as possible, with 
the tMilldren's Aid society, tho work of 
which would thus be widened in Its 
scojie. An olllcer should lie appointed 
who would look after children not be- 
ing properly cared for and also chil- 
dren, both boys and nirls, who aro now 
freciucn-ting the streets at too late an 
liour.

In many cases the youthful offenders 
wore not properly loolced after at homo 
and the establishment of some auoh 
institution as a homo of detention 
would afford a means whereby such 
children could be controlled and pro- 
perly looked after, 

'ji'he colloo commissioners suggested 
!o the deputation that the city council 
bo asked to appropriate s utile lent 
money for tho salary of such an bffl- 
cer and appoint a suitable person to 
tho position. 

The commissioners consl<Jered tho 
tenders recently received for the sup- 
ply of twenty-six polico uniforms. A 
recommendation will be mndo to tho 
city council tliat the tender of D. F. 
Sprinkling, .at $!!n per suit; be accept- 
ed. Nothing was done relative' tO' tho 
petition of tli(! membei-s of ^the pollea 
force for an increase In pay or re- 
garding the apiiolntment of another 
sergeant to succeed Sergeant "Wallcer, 
who has been advanced to the posltloi-i 
of lieutenant of jialrol. "J'hese jnat- 
ters will be considered at a miM-tlng 
to he held on I'rld.'i.y afternoon next.

It is takiPK a long tlmn for tho world 
to learu that there Is nothing' tieKrad- 
Iii.t? ill inanual liU)or. The swarthy 
laec, tlio .soII.h! IuukIs and dross vvlilcli 
are tlie ovldciico of such Mn;)l()yment 
tire .seldom shown, at all events by wo- 
men, wUn<jut lilu.sh of shiime. This 
])crluip.s is at the Ijottom of much of 
tlie <ilslll<c of domestic service which 
Is, in these dayy siving' so imieli trou- 
ililo to hou.Heholders everywhere. It Is 
felt that the washing of lloors and of 
dishes, the cooking and swooping and 
du.stiiig with the hund-ed other tasks 
that must be performed: In. every 
iiousehoid are menial' employments lit 
only for those who have neither the 
education nor thOc intelligence', to lit 
thorn to Uo apythljjjr else. , _ 

And yet no wdmari ^yer", midertoolc 
to do the work of a house y/ho dirt not 
nnd that it required' far nior'e ability 
and gave room" for the exercise of 
higher moral tiualltles than most of 
thd employments In which women en- 
gage. The dressmaker, the stenogra- 
pher or the saleswoman have but one 
tiling to tiiinl; of at a time. 'The house- 
l;eei>er must ])lan lier work, must al- 
low for Interruptions, must be an or- 
gtitiizer of no mean order It she is to 
be suecessfiii. 

On tiie oilier hand, llie worlc does 
not, as a rule, demaiul an.v greater ex- 
ei'ci^ie of p;i>'.«leal .strength ilian a 
lioalthy woman should he aliio to give. 
Whore tlie inotlier of a fanili.v' mii.'-'t 

110 all till! VNork of tlie hoiiseiiold tills 
Is very often not true, but it is true 

111 the ea.se of a servant. Yet women 
can be found eager to undertake any 
em|)i().vment otiier than that of domes- 
tie service- and while a girl is (|uite 
ready to sa.v that she works in a fae- 
tor.v, rves in a store or even waits 
in u li I'.el, those . vyho readily admit 
that they are housemaids, cooks, or 
general servants are exception?. Until 
the feeling that there Is .In household 
work something . demeaning . Is .over- 
come. Incompetent service. Will be tlie 
rule. It will only bo -when the woman 
who provides ifor .the comfont of :i 
family that she Is as much entitled 
to respect as any ot the classes of 
women who work outside the house 
thill liousekeepers will bo able to get 
the he!]) which they now need so badly. 

How this change in public opinion 
is to be brought about Is a riuestlon 
■whicii has engaged the attention of 
women for many years and It Is per- 
haps not creditable to us that It has 
not .vet fiiuiul a .s.itisfa. tury answer. 

It Inis been tlioiiKlit tluit if tile wo- 
men wlio are (Migaged to do tin! woric 
of the iinu.seliold weri' treated as mem- 
liers of llu,' family, tlie positioi; "of tlie 
servant, as weil as tin.' eliaracter of 
tlie Ker\'lee, would be raised. -Many 
mistresses of lioiiseiiolds have con- 
scientionsly tried tills experiment, init 
In very few cases with siieces.'i. In 
most households the coii.stant jires- 
ence of an outsider is a ."/Jiiree of an- 
noyance and embarraasnient, more per- 
liaps, to tile person who must feel lier- 
self an Intruder, than to. these who 
find themselves depr'vc-d 'of tiiat pri.-- 
vacy S'hlch cpnstltui.es tiio eli'lef charm 
of" hpme..'llfe,'" 'X;ilere are, ,, 'Indeed, 
homes In the,. country, and a few , in 
the city, where .Qwlng to ,tUe absence 
of tho husband,^the wlfe..wouId gladly 
engage the services of tt ■ culth-ated 
woman to help'- her with her work and 
to -be her companion a^ter it. is done. 
But-even in such eases happjness is the 
result of rare •quaJitlejS.Jn.. both em- 
ployer and empioyeil..- "There .huust be 
congenial tastes and mutual respect, or 
life will be full of potty anpoyan-.,!;;; 
wliich will rob It of all deliglrt. The 
occasions for sucli service arise too 
seldom to make It worth while for any 
lai'.^e class of women to propaj-e for it. 

Where then, lies the remedy? From 
what source are tlie domestic ■ workers 
to come, who will make our homes 
comfortable ;uid who will at the same 
j time m/iintain tlieir own self-respect. 
I 'J'lie .'inswei- may bo .found in our 
i seliool.s and in the niir.sing profession. 
I Tile servants of tiie futin-e will be 
I educated and trained. The ilDiiu'Stie 
j science classes in our sciioois are fast 
showing tlie girls that It is as liard 
I to Iw. II good cool; as it Is to' lio pro- 
I lieient in grammar, arithmetic or 
(iraiving. Tlie.\- are taught to l)e iiroud 
of tiielr skill in keijping their minia- 
ture kiteiieiis In the ver.v ijest of or- 
der and scrubbing and washing .-ire 
only looked upon as dl.sgracc^fui when 
done badly. .Most of the little m.'ii- 
dens are eager to do their .-iliare of 
the cooking at home, and it is tlie 
fault of their mothers if tiuiy do not 
become very helpful. A generation has 
scarcely passed since a typo of tho ig- 
norant, unfaithful nurse, into whoso 
keeping the lives of men and women 
were often committed. Ynt now wim 
wpuld venture to Impugn the char;ie- 
ter of the class of trained nurses whlcli 
attracts to, Its ranks tho flower of iiie 
young womanrhood of our day? And 
yet the -demands on the ' strength of 
nurses are far ■greater than those , on 
ordinary household 'workers. ' They are 
forced to perform tasks of a moro dis- 
agreeable charaeler than falls to the 
lot o'' till cook or the housemaid. Vet 
tho uniform of tlie nurse; commands 
unlversiil respect. 

All this has been l)rnii/;!/t alio".t by 
training. Tlie tralneil nurse wiio goes 
Into a home Is mistress of the situ- 
ation. Sin; litiows wliat she lias to do 
and let tlie inmates Ik; i)leasant or dis- 
a;,'reeahle she goes about lier work In 
a busluesslllte way. She asks nothing 
of them but jioliteness. ■ As a rule she 
receives all needed helj) and sympathy 
and Is treated afterwards witii kliui- 
nesH. But she is not di-iieudent on 
these for her haiJiiiness and self-re- 
spect. These ;ire ,'issured Ijy tlie cer- 
tainly 'that siie can do liie work as- 
signed her and that slie is faitiifiil in 
its dlHcli.'irgi'. If domestic work-ers 
■were similarly trained wliat a differ- 
ence tliere 'Would be In their Htaiuilng. 
Tin; woman wlio, when she wiis en- 
gaged, understood exactly wliat she 
had to do and went about luu' work- 
■with the consciousness) tliat she was 
erjual; to. any, emergency would be in- 
dependent of the wfilm of an imri>ii- 
sonall)Ic .mistress and 'Vvould he a trcasi-

Krater, in the Juvenile court this 
morning severely scored parents who 
are .80 Indlffen iu ti> the welfare ■ of 
their boys tliai tliey uro unaware 
whethor or.not they are in saloons' late 
in the ovenlne. 

"These boy's," said Judge Frater to 
the' mother of ^one^ of them, "if ' given 
proper training will grow up to be 
good men and useful citizens.

Lay some strips of fat fresh pork 
ill a siiiall earthenware pot and place 
over the fire- until they begin to 
brown; add half an onion, sliced, two 
ripe; peppers, also sliced (rejecting tho 
cores), and two ))oundS of'fresh pig's 
liver, deeply gashed and larded on top 
with more tstrips of pork..

in the interim, to remove all doubts 
therepii and to confer such rights upon 
the,oIty. • ■ .. . >/'.v i/J.^^ ;, -. , 

And whereas .■;Cphflrm93;Ion..f Of the 
rights grante"d tho city '^Itf' '1873 anid 
1892 will materially assist tho city 
corporutloii in its efforts to. finance 
and Instal a suitable water works sysr 
tern by removing doubts as to the ex- 
tent an.J existenee of such rights. 

And whereas two applications by the 
city have been made to the loglBlative 
iwisembly at seiiarate sessions for such 
conlirniatlon, but unoii t;ac;;i occasion 
the Private Jillls committee thereof 
has refused to recommend such con- 
llrmatlon, altlTougli tlie executive coun- 
cil, after hearing all parties in interest 
after tho first application Intimated 
tho advisability of confirming such 
rights and providing a means of set- 
tlement of all disputes arising from tho 
exercise' thd^eof by reference 'to tho 
ihethod provided In thd City's Act of 
1873. ■ . V'.', ■ " 

Therefore, be it resolved that the 
citizens of 'Victoria ' view ■ with regret 
the refusals of tho Private Bills com- 
mittee of the legislature to recommend 
the confirmation of rights Intended to 
be vested in the city corjioration by its 
I)rlvate acts 1873 and 1892 such re- 
fusals tending to prejudice the city 
corporation's status when occasion for 
tho exercise of audi rights arises by 
creating doubts as to tlie existence of 
such rights owing to legislative non- 
recognition tliereof, encouraging vexa- 
tious and expenslvi; litigation with re- 
gard tlioreto and tlierehy delaying the 
construction of works vitiil to the we!! 
■being of tlie Inhabitants of Victoria. 

And that a cojiy of tlii.T resolution be 
proseiued to the government accom- 
panied with a suggestion that if the 
government be pleased the city would 
esteem it a favor to be hoard in sup- 
port of Its request by Its representa- 
tives at the hir of the house. 

Sure of Representatives' Aid. 
Mr. Tluimson, the local member, had 
no doubt been placed In a disadvan- 
tageous posilloii in being made a 
niemlier of this private bills commit- 
tee, but the JIoii. .Mr. McBride had 
during that afternoon assured him 
that as one of the city's representatves 
he could be depended upon to do all 
that was necessary and ail that could 
be expected of him In the circum- 
stances of the case (applause), and ho 
for his own part felt perfectly satis- 
fled that they would Hud In the pre- 
mier a thor-aughly . staunch friend. 
(Applause). For all they were sock- 
ing to obtain from the legislature was 
the statement- of their, undoubted 
rights in such a clear fashion that It 
could not again be' dragged Into the 
courts. (Hear, heai'). And if It wore 
decided to take possession of tho Es- 
quimau Water coini)any'H U'orks they 
wished to pay a lair price for them, 
the arbitration machinerv being pro- 
vided In the bill of 1892. And If through 
arbitration the price was fixed at a 
•million, or even at a million and a 
quarter, Ihey would pay it like men. 
(Hear, hear). Because for lils own 
part he believed thiit In tlie Gold- 
stream district was to bo found the 
proper source of tills city's water sup- 
ply. (Hear, hear). And while It was 
true that many citizens were of a 
different opinion he nevertlieless was 
confident that sufllcient water for a 
population of 150,000 could be got 
from that district, while in addition a 
revenue of from. ,$20,000 to $25,000 
could be obtained for power purposes. 
(Hear, hear), ■^t' Was also true that 
enough water for the city's needs for 
all time to come cdtild be secured from 
SooKc; but the nedes'sary' piping wohld 
cost a very large '¥um Indeed," which 
could be 'better Applied In paying tho 
Interest'- iiiyoh the Investment ^nd In 
proviaih'g-a slrtklAg fund. (Hear.'hear). 
Tho only- c'ondltloh' he' would make 
was this: «thsit-the Goldstream pro- 
perty could' be purchased for a, rea- 
sonable figupre, and this should be 
Ijossible as Mr. Adams' report show- 
ed that these works had only cost tho 
company between ?100,000 and $C00,- 
OOO. The resolution he had the honor 
to propose would, if it passed, be pre- 
sented today. (Applause). Ex-Mayor 
Rcdforn, seconded tlio propostion. 

Mr. IjUXton contended that before 
the private bills committee that the 
city did not wish to actiuire tho Gold- 
stream property, while if this were 
their desire they possessed ample 
powers of expropriation under tlie act 
of 1873. .-Vnd what could this commit- 
tee do, but say in tliese circumstances 
that no necessity existed for conllrm- 
ing this power. He had said tlitit tho 
city was trying to get something in an 
underlumd way, and that this was 
<iulte correct was jiroveii by the ad- 
mission that the ecciuialtion of the 
Ksqulmalt water company's property 
was tho direct object of the bill in 
question. 

Mr. .Taylor asked Mr. Liixton to ex- 
jilaln what he meant by dIsliiBetiuous 
dealing. And -Mr. Luxton replied that 
Ills learned friend liad pretended be- 
fore the eonimlttee that all the city 
lU'siriHl was merely n general confir- 
mation of tliPir rights ,and that v.'ben 
he asked: "Are you driving .-it the 
Ksqulmalt water cimipany's works','" 
Mr. Taylor had denied It; and this It 
was which was underhand. 

Mr. Taylor: "I did not say anything 
of the sort." 

Mr. Luxton: "Oh, yes, you did." 

Mr. Taylor: "I know that I did not!" 
Mr. buxton: "Ye.«, you did." 

Mr. T.iyTor: "I merely said that we 
desired tin' committee to conilrm the 
powers whicli wi? thought that we now 
liiui and that we wished to remove 
all doubt and if !n the exercise of our 
powei-s we desired to obtain the' 
I':.s(|uinialt Water Works i_:oin]y,'.ny'H 
jiroperty, then-' was no reason why 
should not do so, because under the 
provlsiims of I lie original act we have 
the right to hike possession of any 
waters that are to be found In that 
district." (Applause.) 

Mr. Luxton: "but you led the private 
hills committee to understand that 
you did not wish to go to Goldstream 
but t6 Sooke lake!" 

Mr. Taylor: "I stated that the re- 
iferendum iliad «ieclded upon Sooke 
lake and that we wou'd follow tliat 
decision." 

Mr. Luxton, continuing, said tliat 
while the company did not object to 
llie Honke Lake proposition, they did 
olijeet to the city taking ))ossessloii 
of rioldstream where they had ex- 
ixiiided a very large su-m of inone.v. 
And remiiiiled the meeting tliat in 
1K92 tlie water which was now to be 
found In this district was not to be 
seen there. 

Had Collected tho Water 

The fact was tliat tlirougli the ex- 
pendilu.-e of several hundreds of thoii- 
s.inds of 'dollars tlie company had Ini- 
vueniiely Improved the resources of tho 
dl.stricL, as In addition to the three 
liirge reservoirs which they had al- 
re.i.dy possessed, still another had been 
constructed during the past summer. 
The passing of this resolution was. 
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the water ilmthls^ district iov the use 
of this 9ity," and/for 'all time. And, in- 
asmuch as In the" ihbantlme, the com- 
pany had taken possession, [ of tho 
Goldstream. district and :''utlllzed It, 
they had secured vested rights, which 
must receive protection. 

The cit.ti had In fact' gone to Elk 
lake, holding that Goldstream was 
worthless for water supply purposes. 
In tho t^oloniat of .Tauuary 7th last, 
ho saw Mr. Taylor's arrangement with 
certain London people paraded in largo 
type, but as a heavy t.-.:;payer, ho 
trusted that the city council would 
enquire into tills proposition very care- 
fully before it was adopted, . as In his 
opinion, there was in It a very' largn 
rake-off, practically ton per cent upon 
the entire cost of It, for somebody 

Mr. Taylor explained that finding 
tlint the city's borrowing pov/ers now 
only amomited to .TSOO.OOO. he had been 
sent to Kngland to ascertain whether 
lie could llnd any persona who would 
be jircpared to ]nit up tlie money re 
quired, and the restdt of his trip was 
that besides one offer from the ]'>s(iui 
malt Water Vv'orks coniiiany. one or 
two otiier propositions had liecn re- 
ceived, and probably one wliich tiiey 
could reasonably ticcept would be 
made. (Applause.) 

Desired No Interference 
Mr. Luxton furthi^r said that all they 
a.'^.ked wai; to be Itift precisely in the 
position which they occupied today, 
and they were quite prepareil to take 
the matter into C9urt to secure a de- 
cision concerning their respective 
rights. 'Willie what Mr. Taylor really 
desired to do was to secure the re-en- 
actment of the act of 1873, which 
would prejudice tho company's posi- 
tion. 

A voice: "Will the lOsqulfrialt Water 
Works company accept actuitl cost for 
their iiroperty jilus a fifty per cent 
bonus?" 

Mr. Luxton replied tliat the com- 
pany's actual expenditure had been 
about ?1. 200,000. 

Mr. "Wallace: "1 believe that the 
Eaqulmalt Water company obtained 
power to go to Goldstream for tho 
jinrpose of supplying water to "the 
Esquimau peninsula.?" 
Mr. liuxton: "Yes." 
Mr. 'Wallace: "Is that correct?" 
Mr. Luxton: "It Is partly correct." 
Mr. Wtillace: "Has the company ful- 
filled that obligation?" 

Mr. Luxton stated that in compliance 
with a jirovislon in the a-.-t of 1S92. 
a reservoir carialile of supplying the 
city witli at least ."lOO.OOO r!i lions a 
day had been built, but the city had 
never apiilled for this supply. Tho 
comjiany had purcluised 11,000 acres, 
constructed reservoirs and harnessed 
this water, and the Privy, Council- had 
decided that all- this water. . belonged, 
to them. ' . . . '. 

Mr. Taylor explained that thO cor- 
poration bad had certain powers con- 
ferred upon it through the act of 1873, 
and that they, were at, the present time 
simply: endeavoring 'tp s§,cur$ the. ijfr 
affirmation of these rights. ' 

Mayor Hall stated that If in going 
to Sooke Lake tor water tbov attempted 
to cross tho Esquimau "^Vater com- 
pany's property or desire to expropriate 
a ■ portloh 't>f ' It- - - Ini' existing-^. -(Circum- 
stanced a ^grfiat. laW Ruit>|WduId,, arise 
and their plans wpuld be';held' up, for 
three or four years. (Hear, hear'.)"'-.; 

Mr. Luxton said that this argument 
had not been presented - to the' Private 
Bills Committee. : ■■■ 

Mayor Hall replied. that at all events 
this- was the. argument of the mayor 
aria oduncll of Victoria: (Applause.) 

Mr. Luxtoh:"Do you limit your ap- 
plication to tlint point?" 

Mayor Hall: "We are only seekin gtho 
re-afflrmation and the rc-establlshment 
of our former rights and the privilege 
nf -expropriating this company's land 
without running the risk of litigation. 
But we do not desire to take anything 
from this company for nothing, al- 
thoug.i wo certainly do not wisli to \ic 
held-up when we are merely endeavor- 
ing to exorcise our - Just, rights and to 
secure fo,f our. people an abundant-sup- 
ply of good water." (Applause.) 

Mr. Win. Mnrchant: "Will tho con- 
firniation of the city's powers under the 
Acts of 1S73 and 1892 adversely affect 
tho Esquimau Water Works company's 
position?" > , 

Mr. Luxton; , "A' principle' of law Is 
involved and as matters now stand tho 
city does not possess the power of ex- 
propriation." 

Mr. Marcliant: "Then you object 
to the principle of expropriation!" 
Mr. Ijuxtoh;' "Yes." 
Mr. Marchaht: , "'Whatis the essen- 
tial difference' between the Acts of 1S73 
and 1S97?" 

ftlr. Luxton: "Under .!;e Act of 1,S7;! 
two arbitrators are appointed and they 
select an umpire; while in tlie Act of 
1S97 a principle upon which the a'ffard 
irust be made Is laid down." 

Mr. Taylor: "The difference is this: 
that under the Water Clauses Act of 
1S97 thirty per cent, must In; added to 
the valuation." 

M". Uedfern: "What would bo the 
<lirCerence In cost to the oily under tlicse 
two acts?" 

Mr. Luxton: "It would he Impossible 
at the moment to say." 

Mayor Hall stateil that .Mr. UObliison 
had ailvlsed them that if In the con- 
struction of a tunnel a fissure was on- 
countered It could easily bo cemented. 

Mr. Luton: "But whol would It cost 
to cement n flve-mllo tunnel?" 

Mayor Hall: "That does not affect 
the argument." 

lOxMaynr Morley held that Mr. f-Cor 
bad ".lottlie cat out of the bag" when 
he made tho statement 'that Goldstream 
was the district In vloV and as the city 
hail the right to go to Sooke Lake un- 
iler the Act of 187:1 he did not consider 
the present proceedings necessary. 

Mayor Hall replied that Mr. Ker gave 
expression merely to Ills own opinion 
in saying what he did In. reference to 
Goldstream and maintained that If In 
tho present circumstano'os they tried to 
cross the Esq'iilmalt Water company'K 
property litigation -.vlileh would compel 
on appeal to llie Prlve Council woidd he 
ed and they did not wish to be obliged 
to resort to the privy council, (Ap- 
plause.) 

His Worship then put the motion 
and no one dissenting, declared it tn bo 
unanimously carried, and the nieetln;; 
closed. 

The mayor read the following letter 
from Mr. H H. Thomson, M. P. ]'.:

RACE FOR LIFE 

BYTHETU(iCZ.4R 



Was Hurried to Rock Bay With 
Deckhand Who Was Bleed- 
ing to Death 



Racing with every available pound of 
steam the tug Czar saved the life of 
J. Cooper, u declihand of tho car-ferry 
Transfer No. 1, which was towed to 
port Sunday morning from Pluiniier 
Bay, discovery Passage, by the B. C. 
Salvage company's vessel William 
Jolliffo. The crew of the damaged 
car-forr.v told the story of ilie race 
for life by tho Czar on arrival. Tho 
latter tug was in tow of tlio Transfer 
when her rush up occurred. 

Cooper had been quarrelling with 
tho Chinese, cook; It was one of the 
u^ual quarrels on board ship — about 
th,e brand of cooking: The Chlneao 
suddenly turned and throw a. frying- 
pan at the deckhand, cutting liis facij 
severely, and opening an artery from 
which tho blood gushed. Soon It was 
seen that, no moittk" ^hat -his com- 
rades did, the flow of blood could not 
bo stopped, and the Czar was ordered 
to race at full speed to Rock bay, 
whore the nearest medical attendance 
was to bo secured at tlio hospital in 
cliarge of Dr. Darrell Planington, of 
tills cit.v. Cooper and Capt. Uiohard- 
son of tile Transfer went on board tiio 
Czar, and her engineers opened her out 
as she sppoded, w.Uli tlie lirenien, 
working for a man's life, shovelling 
tlie coal in the furnaces a.s they had 
never lirod before. Cooper was almost 
gono when Rock bay was reached, and 
collapsed when ta.ken from the tug. 
Dr. Hanington, however, soon stopped 
tho How of blood, and the deckhand is 
recovering. Ho had a close call from 
bleeding to death, tiiough. 

Tills was not the only (Ight when 
tho salvage of the car ferry was being 
made.. Two Chilians among the 48 
'longshoremen taken from 'Vancouver 
to remove the" ■ luniber cargO' to the 
barge Georgia started: to quarrel and 
attacked each- ethoriwlth knives. The 
threatened atabblng^afCray .was quickly 
averted, however, by the - bystanders, 
who disarmed and Separated the com- 
batants. 

It was a cruise replete with Inci- 
dents. Tho barge was heavily laden, 
h.avlng already 350 tons of rock ballast 
before her cargo of halt a million feet 
of lumber was piled on board, and 
soon after geUlng into tho Gulf of 
Georgia bound nortli she began to 
make water. Capt. Richardson got 
his crow of live men to the jiumps, 
and for a time tho bi.g cnr-ferry was 
kept comparatively free. Then, as Soy- 
inoirr- narrows was reached and the 
tow rope tautened with the strong tide, 
the W!itor surged in, and tlie barge 
listed iieavily to port. It seemed that 
she was about to turn turtle. . The 
boat was made ready in case it should 
be necessary to leave her quickly, and 
tho Czar headed for Plumper bay with 
her tow. Tiie tug was brought along- 
side In an effort to siphon out tho 
water, but It was no use; tlie InHow 
was too great. The. bargi; was then 
beached as far In as she could bo 
forced, and.'.ihung,;on ■ tho edge of a 
shelf. Kcdge dnchbrs weroVput-out io 
hold her, and a"B tl)o;tldl^^iteU: the barge 
and her cafgo'tlltefl' upf^^tlth'the after 
part linger water and the bow perched 
high. The beach runSi out flat, it 
seems, and then suddenly deepens 
sheer, and it was on the edge of this 
place that the Transfer' rested. 

Booms were built to float the lumber 
on rafts in case it drifted away, and 
thus save tho cargo, and tho Czar 
steamed south to telegraph the news 
of the vessel's predicament. Tho news 
was transmitted by the wireless sta- 
tion at Cape Lazo, which got a report 
from the steamer P..;pert City, and tho 
salvage tu.g William Joliffo ' and 
steamer Jlnude. taking the lia.rge 
Georgia and 48 longshoremen from 
Vancouver, with Mr. McGowan, super- 
intendent engineer of the C:. P. R., in 
charge, went to the scene. The men 
working hard, transferring the lumber 
to the Georgia-, which reached Prince 
Rupert on I'riday In tow of tho Czar, 
and temporary repairs wore then made 
•to the Transfer to allow of her being 
brought south, ^n tho meantime 'the 
food supply gave out and tho Czar had 
to go to Union for more stores, the 
William Jolifte meanwhile being sent 
south, ttrrlvlug Inst week. She was 
IfVter sent north again, and on Sunday 
'morning' brought the Transfer to tho 
hipper harbor, where she will be hauled 
out.'

City's Contention Uplield on 
Appeal in Victoria West 
Proceedings 



Tie- Full Court, consisting of Cliief 
Justice Hunter and Justices .Morrison 
and Clement, yesterday unanimously 
reversed the liiiding of Mr. Justice 
Martin who recently granted a writ 
of prohibition stopping all further pro- 
ceedings In tho Victoria West Arbi- 
tration case. Tho city %vas represented 
by W. J. Taylor, K.C., and Thornton 
Fell, but the applicant, Mrs. Ward, was 
not represented. In the court below 
the case for the applicant was argued 
by E. V. , Bodwell.. K.C., and R. T. El- 
liott, K.C., but the latter gentleman 
declined to appear yesterday. 

The fact of till! respondents to the 
api)f>al not being represented immedi- 
ately Ijecanie a ma.tter of comment, and 
•Mr. Justice Morrison evinced at lirst 
a disinclinalion to proceed if a short 
adjournment would procure the pres- 
ence of Mr. ISlliott. However. Mr, 
Taylor said that .Mr. Elliott ha<l lieen 
present when the application for a 
special sitting uf the Full Court to 
iiear this case had been made, an ;ip- 
idlcation wliich had been strongly op- 
posed. Ho liad also been served wdtb 
notice of the date fixed and had by 
letter sigiiilied his rofusal to attend. 
Mr. Taylor said that this refus.al was 
based on the ground that the case 
should await tho ordinary sitting of 
tho court. • 

The chief justice also stated that 
ho had understood that to be Mr. El- 
llutt'a objection. Me hadi however, 
pointed out that special sittings were 
not Infrequently held for tho purpose 
of Iiearing appeals from Injunctions, 



and tills was in tho. nature of an in- 
junction. Mr. Taylor had also stated 
that one of tho reasons for pressing 
the apjieal was that tho city wislied 
to have an opportunity of appealing 
■111 tho legislature In case the Full 
Court agreed with Mr. Justice JIurlln 
In holding that the act upon which 
the proceedings were ba.sed was faulty. 
iMr. Elliott had objected to this, but 
the clilof justice tliought that It was 
u very strong argument in favor of 
granting 'the special sitting. 

Mr. Justice Irving sent for authori- 
ties and quoted a case In the local 
courts In which sucli sitting had been 
lield to bo legal uiion the .por.nisaion 
of the chief justice being flVRt ob- 
talntiii. Justice Morrison withdrew 
all olijection to hearing the case, and 
the arguments proceeded. 

Objections of Counsel 

Mr. Justice .Martin not liaviiig writ- 
ien liis Judgment, rvlr. l'\dl was asked 
wliat. were the principal iioinls raised 
by counsel in the original application. 
He replied that It ivas objected that 
the bylaw and the act upon whicli It 
was 'based could not be construed as 
tho city Imd done. The assessment 
should have been levied on the whole 
city, this being Indicated by tho omis- 
sion of the word "said" before official 
map ill tho act. This It was contond- 
e<l made the map referred to an ofll- 
cial map of the whole city, not the 
ollicial map of Victoria West. An- 
other iioint raised was an obvious ty- 
pographical error in the statute by 
which thi' wrong si;ction of another 
statute was referred to. It was also 
contended tliat tlie iilaintlff had never 
sulunittted to the Jurisdiction of the 
arbitrator. 

In giving judgment the chief justice 
said that it was extremely unfortun- 
ate that tli(;y did nut have before them 
the written rea.sons of the learned 
Judge who li;ul hi-ard thi' case, as it 
niiglit Ijc, that hi> lu-.d hmm inlluenced 
hy other considerations than tliosc, 
raised by counsel and which mlglit not 
be brought to the atti-ntion «( lUn Full 
Court. He justilled the liohiins^- of a 
special sitting of the court in tin' cir- 
cumstances, and continuing said that 
with regard to the difllcultv felt over 
the words "offlclal map," that it iniglit 
refer to an official map of the whole 
■city, he thought that It had been made 
suniolently plain that there was no 
ofllcial map of the whole city, thougli 
there were different ofllcial maps of 
various portions of It. The intention 
of tho legislature in tho statute in 
question, clearly was to create an ofll- 
cial map of Victoria West and to set- 
tle the boundaries of the streets in 
that district, and it was the duty of 
th(> court to give effect to such legis- 
lation if it were p(..ssible. Ho thought 
that the words ollicial map and olli- 
cial plan clearly referred to the same 
docuim'iit all through, and that the 
let'islanire clearly intended that the 
asscKsmeut should be levied on Vic- 
toria West only on tlie local improve- 
ment iilan. 

In section 2 of tiie bylaw tho expres- 
sion tha,. the sulimission to arb'tra- 
tion should be "savi> as hereinafter ap- 
pears" merely meant that a liabilltv 
on tlie part of the city should only he 
created as provided In the bvlaw. He 
a so thought that the fact "that the 
plaintiff had before that tested the 
proceedings by an appeal by case sta- 
ted, constituted a.very substantial sub- 
mission to the jurisdiction of the ar- 
bitrator. Tho point of Jurisdiction 
had not been raised In tbat appeal. 

As to the misprint, tho reference 



coul'.' bo omitted altogether as mere ■ 
surr' jsa.go without impairing the in- 
tent of tlie clause. In the coiistruc- 
tio.i of !L statute it was common fou 
tb':- court to omit words of surplusage, 
althousli tlioy would seldom or never 
Insert words. In this way effect would 
be gl'.-cn tn the act. The appeal w-ouUI 
be allowed with ci.'scs In botli courts. 

Mr. Justice Irving agreed witli tho 
chief justice tor substantially tlio 
snnio reasons. .. Mr. Justice Morrison 
aliio concurred. Ho stated, however, ' 
that he would have had consldcrahlb 
diinculty in 'deciding to what the words 
"otiVcial,,- map" reiferroa, , ba4 ho not 
been assured that there was no ofllcial 
map of the ■•city of .Victoria. That ifact, 
which appeared' in the evi'demce, re- 
moved much of the doubt. Ho thought 
that the enactments were inaptly 
dr.uvn. He expressed his agreement 
witli his brother judges on tho other 
Doints.

Increasos, $25,000, was '>$950 less than 
the amount provided for Increases tho 
previous year. It was false economy 
to pay too low salaries, and the gov- 
ornment believed that the civil ser- 
vants should receive as high aahirica 
as employees of business houses re- 
ceived for similar services. In tho 
larger departments tho responslblliries 
were great, and it behooved the gov- 
ernment to place Its employees In a 
position above reproach, at ".east on 
an equal footing with omployoos of 
commercial houses. 

To Encourage Merit 

Instead of providing a flat inoreaso 
to civil servants, the bill contained 
clauses Intended to ehcourago young 
men to enter the service. Those en- 
tering at tho ago of 16 received $35 a 
month, and In four years would re- 
ceive S17 a month, while those enter- 
ing at 20 years of age would reoeivo- 
$■17 a month, the principle being that 
the four years additional education 
made up for the four years spent In 
the service. This was done to encour- 
age merit ;iiid iibility. 

Grading was vitJil to secure practi- 
cal elllcleucy and the practical work- 
ing of this bin and ho provision was 
ui;ide for the appointment of not more 
than three tiualifiud i)ersuiis to regrado 
the staff. This worl: was to be done 
In sL\ months from .March 31, next, 
and tlie allocation of the $:;ri,000 was 
made in the estimates as from that 
date. 

Any employee wso was dissatisfied 
by the classification will liave the 
right to appeal to the Civil Service 
(^^om mission, and tlie decision of tluit 
body will be final. 

The governiiKiit endeavored to lay 
down the principle tluU llie work done 
by the civil servants is tie' criterion 
by which they will bi? judged and tb.at 
their advancement will dcpeiul on 
their own efforts. The main object 
of every clause of the bill was to lay 
a permanent and comprehensive basis 
for the most complete and satisfactory 
civil service the government could de- 
vise. 

Dr. Young said that ho would layym 
the table a copy of tho propoged su- 
perannuation bill for examination by 
tho members. In view of the large 
number of the civil servants Avho were 
reaching tho age of superannuation, 
the government could not afford to ex- 
tend the present system "very far. Tho 
haphazard system prevailing now ac- 
tually cost the province more than a 
regular system would. Last year ul 
per cent, of the staff was over -iO years 
of age; this year the proportion vva.s 
57 per cent. At this rate of increase 
the province would bo called upon to 
bear a burden that would be a great 
demand upon the consolidated revenue 
unless some special provision were 
made to meet it. 

Dr. Young spoke briefly of tho sug- 
gestion made last session by tho mem- 
ber for Chllliwliack, regarding the ex- 
tiinsion of the pension system to In- 
clude teachers, lie said that tho ma- 
jority of teachers are indifferent to tho 
scheme. Cards sent last summer to 
the S50 teachers in tho province 
brought only 17 jier cent replies. 
Twelve to fifteen per cent, of teachers 
remain in the teaching jirofesslon per- 
manently, while four years is the aver- 
age term of teachers. 

Another objection was the iiutnner 
In wliicli teachers are jiald, a part of 
their salary, coming from the municl- 
jiality. If 11 contributory .scheme were 
Inaiigu .-ated, there would be a dllllciil- 
ty In settling the parties to contribute. 
.\gain, teachers changed fretiuently, a 
y<:ar being tho average term of a 
teacher In one ischool. Dr. Yoiuu; sug- 
gesced a system like the Knglish edu- 
cational pension fund, which is an en- 
tirely Independent fund. 

Some Criticisms 

Mr. Oliver (Delt:i), said that tho 
.superannuation bill \>-a3 withdrawn 
last session because It was unwork- 
able. He said tliat tlie provincial sec- 
retary did not nnderslnnil It hiinself. 

.Mr. M-illiams ( .Vewe.-u^l le ), siiiil that 
t!ie "pull" would still work In the ci\ il 
service appointments. 

J. II. Hawtli<iriitluv,-ute (.N'nnainio), 
did not oppose the proposal to jiensiDii 
civil serviints but he tliouKht that it 
sliould be brought into forci? only 
wlien a genenil pen.slon scheme for 
the worker should be devised. The 
Socialist party held that the worker 
whati'ver tile nature of hl.i occupation, 
providing it was of an e.>.si!ntiiil na- 
ture way worthy of the same reniun- 
i'r;>.t!oti a.-! the iii^^hest ot!kial In the 
i.'iru!. 

'l"he worker v,-as the man who iiKide 
possible tile reward gained by tlie al- 
leged head of the business and he 
took a fling at RockidV-ller, tlie man 
who with millions at his back and call 
could not when placed In tho box, give 
the moat ordinary details of iiis busi- 
ness. 

He animadverted to Dr. Young's re- 
marks with rigard to the teachers, a 
grossly underpaid class and evoiceii 
a further explanation from Dr. Young 
regarding the cards, which the minis- 
ter had stated the teachers had iie- 
glocted to fill out and return and upon 
which were to be bitsod the pension 
calculations. 

The bill without further comment 
paspod second reading. 

Parlcer Wliliams (Newcastle), ro- 
suiiied the debate upon tho second 
leading of tin; Hill to amend the Bush 
i'ire Act. 'I'he provisions of the bill 
would interfere with the clearing of 
land. 

-Mr. Oliver (Delta), said that the 
government had to choose lietwei'ii 
two thinKH. The .selller w:is to be .al- 
lowed to go on .and clear his hind as 
he best could; or he was to be .stop- 
ped at eeri,-iln si'nsnns. It w;is pr.ie 
tie:illy inipossiblr for him to clear his 
land commencing in October. 

Tho bill ])as8cd second reading. 
Two Stages in One Day 

The attorney-general moved si'cond 
reading of his bill to amend the Muni- 
cipal Electlona Act. This was ;iasned. 

The Chief CommiHsionor of Lands 
moved sceond reading of the bill to 
authorize tho Lieuteniint-Governor-In- 
Council to grant to the City of Vic- 
toria IjOt 921 in said city, used as tho 
site of tho Kingston Street l''"lro Hall. 
This was passed. 

Tho .-ittoraey-general's bill to amend 
the Municiiial Clauses Act passed se- 
cond I'eading. 

.Ml-. Oliver (Delta), said that this 
bill in effect aineiid.s tho New West- 
minster Incorponitloii Act, which Is a 
prhate bill, lb; thought tlPs a liad 
pr.'ietice. 

.Mr. Ilou.ser agn>ed. However, he 
siiid that next year Nov? "VVestnilnster 
intimds to come wholly under tho 
iMunlcii);il t^lau.ses Ac!. 

Mr. < diver suggested th:it all munl- 
clruilltie.s be brought uu'ler the act. 

Mr. idaedonaid (Ro.ssland), thought 
that when New Westininster asked for 
amendments to it;i cliarter tills would 
ri!i)eal the public act. . ./ 

e Mr. Hawtliornthwalto' (Nanulino), 



iiropoHcd that regulations dealing with 
the inspection of milk bo Incorporiited 
in the act. 

Jlr. .Mclirlde's bill to amend the Iii- 
.spectlon of Jletalllferous Jllnes Act 
v.tis given second reading. Its aim Is 
to emible the department of mines to 
icliange the code of signals In use in 
mines In the province as npod arises. 
This bill had been introduced at the 
aflernooit session. 

Hon. Dr. Young moved second rend- 
ing of his bill to provide for tho In- 
siiectloii of hospitals, sanitariums and 
other Institutions of the kind. He ex- 
plained that the charge oii tlie con- 
solidated funds of the province was so 
great that tlie government should have 
.some supervision over all institutions 
of this nature. Tho object of the bill 
was to place all these Institutions on 
the samu plane. Tho bill passed se- 
cond reading. 

Tho report on Jlr. Ellison's bill to 
(•nable the Goldstream Kstate Com- 
pany, Limited, tuid the White Hlver 
Irrigation and Power Company, to 
amalgamate their wiiter riglits, was 
adopted, as were tho reports on the 
Prince Rupert and I'ort Simpson Bail- 
way and the Graliam Island Railway 
bills. 

When tho adjourned committee on 
tl;e Goat River Water, Power & Light 
t;;omi)any was announced, Mr. Scho- 
lield promptly shouted "Pass," and tlio 
House appi:uided. 

The Vancouver and Northern Rail- 
way bill {.Mr. Garden), was considered 
In coiiimlttce. It was reported com- 
plete with minor amentJnionta. 

The bill to amend the Vancouver 
Incorporation Act, 1900 (Mr. Macgow- 
an), was considered In committee. 
Tlie Telephone Clause. 

.Mr. .Macgowan brought hi again tlie 
"telephone" aniendnient, tlirown »iut 
by tlie private bills committee He 
said he beli(:ved it was a step in tin; 
right direction that tlie city should 
cbntrol its public service. 

Mr. Ross (l-'ernie), asked the Mouse 
to ratify the finding of the coinniitlee. 
He said tlie matter bad Ijeeii well con- 
sidered. The inconveiivlenee of a 
dual telephone si;rvlce, and the possi- 
bility of the government taking over 
the telephones liiid been arguments 
against the clause. 

.Mr. Jiacgowan said that the city 
only asked for it.'-elf what it could 
grant to others. It Was a matter of 
self government. 

Mr. Miinro (Clillllwhacjt), said it 
was perliaiis a matter . o£ self-defence 
rather than self-government. He said 
that Chllllwhacic had been compelled 
to Instal Its service for this reason 
and It had been a success. 

Mr. McPhllllps (The Islands), spoke 
of tho difliculty a city would experi- 
ence in getting outside eonnectlon.s. 
He said that there was ii certain duty 
owed to a company that had expended 
capital in furnishing :i public service. 

Dr. McGuire ( \'ancouver), explained 
that Vancouver r.;"d always found tlif- 
neulty In dealing with the B. C. Tele- 
p'lone Comjiaiiy. In many cases tho 
company would not put In telephones 
unless they were given the right to 
put their poles ddwn the streets in- 
stead of tho alloys. If tho people of 
Vancouver were willing to put up ■with 
tho inconvenience "of a dual service, 
the les;lslatui'e shqnld not stand in the 
way. 

Mv. Macgowan said that tho com- 
pany had grown rich on the oxorbi- 
ttmt cluirges made, on the people of B. 
C He i-aid that j'on' Comox street it 
w in iriipos.slbln to got a telephone, on 
account of differences between tho city 
iiiid the company. Tliere had been 
trouble contiiuially with the coniiiany. 

.Mr. Henderson (Vale), cited the 
cases of Seattle and Ottawa where a 
double teleiihone service iiiid proved ;i. 
nuisance. Ho upheld the finding of 
the private bills committee. 

Mr. 1 lawthornthwalte (.Nanaimo), 
Kuggest<'(l that this clause be insertc-il 
In the .Municipal Clauses Act, so that 
all municipalities might take advan- 
tage of 11. 

.Mr. Oli\-er (Del-a) said there was 
Iiov.er in the house to eat.sbiish a 
lioard to see Unit the eoinpany curried 
out the terms of its cluirter. 



Mr. Mc. IMcInnes (Graud Forks) 
said that the Vancouver members 
probably knew the needs of their city 
better than others. 

Mr. Carter Cotton said ' that tho 
commercial . men In Yan'^ouvpr were 
opppsed to the ' amBhdp^ .jk because 
of tho Inoonvenlenco of tba double 
telopiione suatem. Ho said that it was 
not a good time to do anything to 
curt.-ill tho borrowing y.j .er of the 
company at a time when it was trying 
to raise money to enlarge tho service. 
As a ratepayer of Vancouver he v.'as 
opposed to the city dabbling in lelo- 
phones. The city had no InteutSon of 
going into the telephone business, but 
intended to hold the right over the 
head of tho telephone compan;', • 

Mr. Macgowan said that the two 
companies in Seattle were opposition 
companies, In this case the ono con- 
cern would be a municipal concern. 

Dr. McGuiro said he 'was not pre- 
pared to say what section <:■>'. people 
In Vancouver Mr. Cotton as.-sociated 
with, but he did know that not ten 
l)er cent of the business people would 
Ije oiiposed to the amendtnent. 

Dr. Hall (Nelson) said that all 
municipalities should bo allowed to 
take over their telephone aystem if 
they wanted to, 

Mr. McPhllllps made a strong plea 
for the company stating tiuit all the 
capital entailed had been raised in 
the province and In eastern Ciinada. 

Mr. Behnsen (Victoria) .saiil that 
the comjiany operating in Vancouver 
was a distinct company. said he 

had to pay six months in aUvtince for 
his telephone. 

Mr. iMcPhillips said he knew all 
about tho internatior'ul !'i lephone 
company. Ho said that a iarge pro- 
portion of tlie debentures L^fjued by 
the company was held In tl • CHy of 
Victoria. He said It v.;..-^ a mistake 
to thiiili that corporation'-: in tlu?. 
province were paying enoreiious uivi- 
dends. Many of them were putting 
the money into fu.-'.her Jevc;op- 
ment. 

Mr. Oliver suggested 'bat :be am- 
ount of income tax paid by the com- 
pany be looked Into. 

The amendment 1". 1 i;5t on tho 
division. Messrs. Mrci' .wen, Mc- 
Guire, Behnsen and DaVey voting In 
ftivor, with the Opposition a:id Social- 
ists, and Dr. King (Cranlirook) and 
Mr. Henderson (Y'alo) oppc -h-.g the 
amendment. 

Mr. Oliver (Delta) move, ..lat the 
committee rise and r>.poi', jirogre!;s 
111- did not believe In going tliroi,;;!!
